Vani'ouver, April (J.— The great "Prov- 
iuciiil Liberal ("unvenlSon" ended to-night 
hi a liacseo. For the entire day tlie pru- 
cecdings had c-unsisted of a cuutiniiiiu.s 
disorderly Kinii'Lible over the credentials 
of delegate.s, diirin.^' which the cveite- 
nient becani" .so groat that acts of vio- 
lence and police interference resulted. 
When at lust this was settled and the 
meeting was declared open for buninesti 
a motion wua offered relusing to accept 
the government b£ Joseph Maytin as a 
representative Liberal ndministratioii. 
This upset' the calculations of Martin's 
supporters, and although the motion wus 
not carried the meeting broke into a wild 
and tuiruly gathering, singing nutional 
songK, cheering for Lauric-r and hisse.s 
lor Martin. 

Amidst n din a motion of adjournment 
yine die was offored aud the ehairiuan, 
-Mr. F. Peters, vucatod his .seat in di.sgust. 
Jlel'ore the meeting dissolved lion. Smith 
CJurtis, one of Mr. Mi;rtin'a colleagues 
tried to start the chorus of "Three Blind 
Mice," but would n6t be allowed to lead 
even the muesic. 

The following account of tlie first 
day's inueeeilings is eoudeii.sed from the 
News-Advertiser's report: 

O'Brien's liall, in the Metraopolitan 
club building, wiis packed to the door.s 
when, lihortl}- after a o'clock Mr. Alex- 
ander Henderson, M. 1'. 1'., started tlio 
bail rolling by «iiggesting thai Ilun. 
l-'rel I'eters, of Victoria, of the law. linn 
of Tupper, I'eters «Sc Uilm.ore, be chosen 
ehairuuiu. This -was seconded by several 
gentlen)un at once. 

-Vt this point Alderman James Mc- 
Queen, I'resiilent of the Vancouver liib- 
eral Asfiociaiton, took the platform, lie 
lirst read a letter from Mr. J. C. McLag- 
aii, who is eontiued to his house from ill- 
ness, wishing the meeting every success. 
Alderman iMclJueeu then went on to 
point out timt the Vancouver Association 
Imviug arranged for the convention had 
made certain other arrangements for the 
proliminaties of the convention, which ho 
proceeded to outline. It was necessary, 
he said that a committee on credentials 
should be at once appointed, to go into 
the representation from every district. 
The different delogutions would at first 
meet severally and elect one member of 
the credential coiuiuittee for every mem- 
ber sent from their district to the provin- 
cial house. The Victoria delegation 
should go down to the Liberal eonnnitteo 
room on Hastings street, the Vancouver 
repretsentalives could go to their own as- 
sociation room to hold their session, while 
tin; other.'- could ii.'^e the two halls in 
which they were then meeting. Tliey 
Would meet again a little later and go in- 
to ilie credentials and the whole' alTair 
would be properly constituted. It was 
neuessary, Alilerni:in .\lcljue(.'n puintt'd 
out in eiinelusi(jn, that the rule« and regu- 
lations ihiiM laid down by the Vancouver 
association should be carried out care- 
fully to avoid confusion iind they would 
get through their work all the quicker. 

There was a little desultory discussion, 
when 

-Mr. E. P. Davis, Q.C., rose from his 
place in the centre of the hall. He be- 
gan by stating that the convention had 
been called from all over the province, 
and that Ijeing thus representative, it 
could not recognize one constituency any 
more than another. (Hear, hear.) They 
all stood on the same footing. (More 
cries of hear, hoar, and "That's right.") 
Alderman Metjueen's welconu' to Van- 
couver aud his nice dispasal of matters 
was a very lino thing. But this meeting 
was not bound to give way to the auth- 
ority of the Vancouver aseociation or 
anyone else. ' 

A Voice from the rear wanted to 
know if he wanted to burst the meet- 
ing. 

As the laughter at this and other re- 
marks subsided, Mr. Davis'pointed out 
that they should have a chaimmu, cither 
temporary or otherwise. He would 
second Mr. Henderson's motion that Mr. 
Peters be chairman. 

Hon. .Toficph Martin had only finished 
his first phrase when the interruptiou.s 
became so violent that he could not go 
on. "I think it is eminently fitting that 
the solicitor of the ('anadian Pac'lie rail- 
way"— and Mr. Martin was stopped' on 
the last word for several minutes. Cries 
of "Oh Rats," "Shame" and "Sit Down," 
not to mention "Yoti ought to be asham- 
ed of yourself," followed Mr. Martin's 
exclamation . Mr. Martin tried to argue 
witli the noise, but was drowned out. 

One geiitlenmn further towards the 
front of the hall objected in denunciatory 
tones to "the luirling out of these base 
things," and the general roar continued, 
above which Mr. Martin cotild not be 
heard. 

Mr. Davis rose at this point and said 
lie was not afraid of anything Mr. Mar- 
tin might say, tliey could let him go on. 

Mr. Martin wan then given a fair hear- 
ing. He pointed out that Mr. Davis, who 
by tlie way waH not a delegate from his 
own town— aud the fact of a nnn-resi- 
dent delegate b«Mng allowed would be a 
matter of Inter discussion — had been op- 
posed to tho culling of the convention. 
He was one of tlio seven of tho provin- 
cial executive who refused to call the 
convention. It was eininontiy unfair that 
Mr. Davis should introduce tactics that 
would delay the meeting for., a long time 
over matters thiit were not important. 
"It is absurb to have, a chairman." ex- 
claimed Mr. Murtih', h« his voice rose to 
a higher key. The idea of holding 38 
meetings there all at once could riot be 
carri(!d out at all. He proposed that the

Dublin, Aiiril (!. — Tlu; Queen drove out 
in an open carriage tQ-duy, accompanied 
by tho Princess Henry of Battcnberg and 
a lady in waiting and escorted by four 
mounted constables and a eergeiiut and 
fitiuad of police, returning at 5:30 p.m. 
Crowds of people filled the streets in 
fruitless anticipation of seeing the .Queen 
pass. 

Lord Roberts despatch describing the 
disaster nt Reddorsburg was printed iu 
the Dublin evening pajjors and created 
general consternation. It brought the 
populace with u quick turn from the re- 
joicing over tile Queen's visit to the great 
issues of the war, and cast a sudden 
gloom over the gayty of the party at the 
Ca.stle. 

London, April (j. — 'i'lie secretary of 
state for the colonies ha.s received a cable 
despateli sent through tho Covernor of 
Cape Colony, Sir Alfred Miliier, from 
llie ollleers and men of the Irish squad- 
ron of Robert's Horse, expressing the 
loyal devotion of tho troojis on the eve 
of tho Queen's dei)arture for Ireland, 
their own departure for the front, and 
tluMr gratification at her visit and their 
ability to light in her cause. Her Majes- 
ty has replied to the ]aessage as follows: 
"The Queen thanks you for your message, 
wbicli has greatly touched Her Majesty. 
She is very glad to be ag.-iin in your land, 
where she has received a most loyal and 
hearty welcome. The t)\U'en hujies that 
good fortune may follow you all. "

IMPERIAL FINANCES. 

Twenty-Two Million Pounds the Deficit 
War Will Cause This Year. 

London, April a— The third reading of 
the linanco bill in the Honse of Commons 
to-day, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir .Michael Hicks-Beach, gave the esti- 
mates for 1000, the revenue being placed 
nt fl27,o20,000, and the expenditure at 
£lDi),OOO,00O. The deficit, he eaid, would 
be met partly from the war loan, and 
partly from the treasury billsi. Each week 
ho declared, tihowed a greater iiuprove- 
niout in trade, which would offset the 
losses caused l)y the prcjmature with- 
drawal of bonded goods.

HONOLULU CLEARING. 

But Two Oases of I'iague in a Week—

reported March liH, One was a Jauan- 
eso fisherman, the other u white man 
named John Hurley. Since that date no 
new cases have appeared.

London, April 0.— I^prd Roberts re- 
liorts as follows: 

" Bloeinfontein, Tluu siiny, April .5.— 
-Vnothor unfortunate event has occurred, 
refulting, I fear, in the capture of a 
party of infantry consisting of three 
companies of the Royal Irish Fusiliers 
aiul two I'ompanies of tho Ninth Regi- 
ment of IMouuted Infantry, near , Red- 
dorsburg, a little eastward of Bethany 
railway station, within a few miles of 
this place. 

" They were surrounded .-with a 
stronger force of the enemy, with four 
or five guns. The detachment hold out 
from before noon on April 3 until a. 
m. on April 4, and then apparently sur- 
rendered, for it is reported that the fir- 
ing ceased at that time. 

" Immediately after I heard the news, 
during tho afternoon of April 3, 1 or- 
dered Catacro to proceed from Spring- 
I'ontein, his present hoadquartei-?!. to" 
Reddorsburg with all possible speed, and 
I despatched the Cameron Highlanders 
thence to Bethany. He arrived at Itcd- 
dersburg at 10:30 yesterday, without 
opposition, but could get no news of 
the mi.ssing men. There can be no 
doubt the whole party linvo been made 
prisoners." 

London, April 7. — Not a word regard- 
ing the affair at Reddorsburg has lieen 
allowed to come through, excepting tho 
dc'spate.i of Lord Roberts. It is impos- 
sible to form an opinion as to what has 
happened. . Jleanwhile the British pub- 
lic is beginning to realize the immense 
dilllculty to bo overcoine before Pretoria 
is reached, and' is revising premature 
ideas with respect to the time when the 
war will be over. No one now believes 
that it will have ended by thie beginning, 
of .lune. 

Tho latest event more particularly il- 
lustrates thtj heavy work involved in 
holding the railway. This body of some 
five hundred British troopsj without 
guns, which disappeared so completely 
within 35 piiles of the great British 
army, had for. its business to guard a 
section of .nearly. 90 miles of railway 
between Bloemfontein and Springfon- 
toin. 

The Bloemfontein correspondent. ^ of 
tlio ^lorning Post, telegraphing Thurs-. 
day, says: "The Boors apparcntlyi- are- 
making an attempt to... redeem, their 
promise to re-take Bloemfontein. A' 
considerable force has. moved south 
through. Thaba Mchu: • . • 

"Gen. Tucker's isolation at Karee is- 
more apparent than real, sluco the open 
gnmnd north of Blooinfontpin offers 
small opi)ortunity for tactics. T'hey- 
may possibly engage him to distract 
attention from operations elscwherp." 

" Roniounts are anxiously awaitiKl." 

Norval's Pont, AprirC— -A detachment 
of Hussars, who Were proceeding hence 
to Bloemfontein. are reported to have 
Jjeon detaiiKsl at Edinburg, about 15 
miles southwest of Rodder.sburg, in the 
Orange Free State, and despatched to 
the assistance of the Irish Fusiliers 
captured near Reddorsburg. 

Bloemfontein, April 0.— Tho First 
cavalry brigade, under Col. Porter, re- 
connoitercd eastward to-day beyond 
Louw Kop. They found 150 Boers and . 
oiwned fire on them. The Boers dis- 
persed instantly. 

Small bodies of BoorK can be seen in 
the vicinity of this town, and they are 
still in tho neighborhood of the wuter- 
.works. Lord Roberts is taking steps to 
meet the activity of the Boers.

Surrounds and Makes Prisoners 
of Boer Force After^TJielr .

London, April 0, — The war oIUcl' lias 
received the foUowini; deepatch fioui 
Roberts, dated Bloemfonteiu, April 5: 

"Me^uen telegraphs Xrom- Boshof, in 
the Orange Tree State a- little northeast 
of Klmberley, as follows: 'Surrounded 
Gen. Villebois Mareuil and a bodj- of 
Boere to-day, Done escaped. Villebois 
and .7 Boers killed, 8 wounded, 50 .pris- 
oners. 

" 'Our losses were: Killed— Captains 
Boyle and Wiliiams, both ol Veouianry, 
and two men of Yeomanry. Wouudi.'il— 
About 7 men. 

" 'The attack lasted four hours, 'i he 
corps behaved very well. Our force was 
composed of Yeomanry and the Kimber- 
ley mounted corps, and the fourth bat 
tery of artillery.' " 

Mareuil was chief of staff of the Boer 
army, lie wats lifty years old and i« said 
to have been re«j,)ouHibIe for many Boer 
successes, lie went through a number 
of eampaij;ns in the French army. In 
the death of Gen. ^Mareuil the Boers lose 
their best instructed soldier in Contincu 
tal methods of warfare. As the late Gen 
Joubert's chief of staff his brain devised 
the Boer doings against Gen. Buller's ad 
vance at Ladysmith. He was the most 
notable of all soldiers of fortune serving 
the Bqera. 

Paris, April a— The. news of the death 
of Geri. Mareuil waa posted at the cham- 
ber of" the senate .yesterday, and caused 
a painful impression. 

Kimberley, April 5.— Since the depar- 
ture of the main body of troops, Lieut.- 
Col. Chiunier remains in command of 
the garrison hero. 

London, April 7— The Daily Telegraph 
has the following from Boshof, dated 
Thursday: 

"Lord Methnen's Mafeking relief col 
umn was concentrjited here to-day. The 
Boers are in force a few miles distant on 
the Vaal river. This town is practically 
deserted, all the men being with the com- 
mando under Commandant Duplessis 
who controls the district. . _ 

"Lord Methuen commanded in a spirit- 
ed little action a few miles to the south 
east, where he surrounded the Boors on 
a kopje. Not a man escaped. We took 
O-l prisoners, 00 horses and a quantity of 
baggage. Gen. De Villebois Mareuil was 
killed duting Uie action. A Boer hoisted 
a white flag and tlien fired iininedlafoty 
after, killing a British ollicer. The mur- 
derer was instantly shot."

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THE DASH TO KIMBERLEY. 

Details- Showing the Great Itisk Gtn 
French's Force Took With 
Brilliant Success. ., 

London, April 6. -The Times pub- 
lishes extracts from the letters of a 
British cavalry ollicer who aocompanlea 
Gen. French throughout the niarch 
from Modder Kiver to Koodoosdrift. 
lie says: "On the night before the 
atn-i-t, IJoIierts told tlie cavalry that they 
■were about to have an opportunity to 
upliold the cavalry traditions of the 
British service. Gen. French s men 
were surprised at their task. They had 
exiiected to be employed on Gen. 
Croiije's communications, while the rest 
of the army worked round to Kimberley. 
but Itoberts told them that the situation 
at Kimberley had become desperate, 
while Lord Kitchener added that they 
must get through if it cost half their 
forces. With these words ringing in 
their ears, they started on the most ex- 
citing ride of the war. It was a race 
for the drift on the Riot, which Gen. 
French secured by a clover feint and 
by hard galloping. He won by only 
firvc mmntos. 

" The last day's work before Kimbor- 
Jely was relieved also put them to a 
severe test. Soon after starting they- 
found that the positions on their front, 
left front and left rear were held by an 
unknown force of the enemy, and that 
they wore almost surrounded, but Gen. 
French's quick eye discovered a gap in 
tRe left about a milo and a lialf away. 
Through this gai) he liuinched two I..aii- 
cer regiments, wlio were received with 
a heavy fire, and beture tlie dust had 
cleared ho let everything go in af'tcr 
them. It was a piece of splendid daring 
which might have failed, but succeeded 
completely, and by its success raised the 
siege," ■ 



CAVALRYMEN IN STRAITS. 

A-ttcr Four Days' Siege Little Party of 
Kitchener's Horse Surrender. 

LondODj April 6.— The Capetown cor- 
respondent of the Standard gives de- 
tails, hitherto obscure, of the surrender 
of a squadron of Kitchener's Horse on 
February I.'). It was the day of the 
relief of Kimberley. 

The squadron had been left to guard 
a farm on the Iliot river, while French 
advanced to the bopieped town. The 
object of leaving them on the river was 
to hold a well ponding the arrival of 
another column. The latter, however, 
never came, and the troopers found 
themselves besieged for four days by a 
body of 400 Boers. There were but HO 
men, luit they pierced loopholes in the 
jwalls of the farm house and made a 
desperate stand for three days. They 
fou;;ht gallantly and without food, but 
on the fourth day they caught a goat, 
which they devoured. There .was pot 
a blade of grass on the veldt, and their 
horses died of. sta^ntion. . i' 

On the: fourth day Gen. Dewct sent a 
n?esscngcr calling on them to stirrendcr 
within a' few minutes. The situation 
was hopeless. The 'Boors had two 12- 
Iioiinders ' with them, and the squadron 
was in the last stage of exhaustion. 
Seeing that there '.was no chance of re- 
lief, they '^agreed among ' themselves to 
surrender,:

"This condition to-day," said he, "is the 
most extraordinary thing I ever saw in 
riiy life." (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hawthornwalte, of Nunalmo, got up 
from the piano-corner of the room^nd said 
that though he was yoanger ithan some 
others there, he had a right to demand 
lirltlsli fair-play, Canndlau falr-nlay. Lib- 
eral falr-plny— fair-play anyway— for th 
outside dLstrlets.

There were by this time three ^:entleaien 
arranged strategically la speaking atti- 
tudes along :the platform. Mr. Charles 
Woodward came up from one of the wini;; 
with the appearance of general e.-sposlula- 
tlon— his voice could not be hoard. .Vlder- 
man McQueen stepped olf the platform and 
began a three-cornered conversation with 
Mr. Perry MUls and Mr. McMillan of Vlo 
toria, who sat on front scats. They con 
ferred for a moment, and Mr. Mills wag 
met with calls of "Sit flowa," when he at- 
tempted to explain something. 

"We want a referee," cried a yoice .above 
the din that was now almost ear-breaking. 
Men would rise lu the middle of .the house, 
their lips would move and their hands jiuss 
drariiatlcally as they spoke, ibut they .could 
not be heard ten feet away. 

Finally .Mr. lleiideisoii i>iir the aineiul- 
meat of Mr. Mills, and iViiloruian Mc- 
Queen's name as temponiry chairman was 
a second later declared to be voted down. 
The 'motion to appoint Mr. i'eters was llieji 
carried by a standing vote. Foily minutes 
after the meeting opeued the chairman tonk 
his seat on the platform. 

.Mr. I'etei-s' thanks to tlie audience for his 
appointment were Intermiiteil by several 
remarks tliat the vote hail been Improperly 
taken. Mr. retPrs went on to siiy tlial 
he considered, as had been suggcstid, that 
Ills appointment was only pro teiu., and If, 
after the credentlallcd delegates onl.v were 
seated, they wished to choose another chair- 
man, he would be only too glad to retire. 
.Messrs. T. S. Ilastcr, A. Malliis and It. 
, Drury wore iiomiDatcd for secretary, 
and .Mr. Malins, being the ILrst unmc put 
i thi^ nieelliii;, was elected at Jlght. 
.Mr. Martin moved that the BUgge.stJon of 
the Vancouver as.soelatlon, that the differ- 
ent sections appoint a credentials eommlt- 
tee and that the committee proceed to its 
work, be agreed to. 

Mr. Kennedy rose to move an aineaduieut, 
while Jlr. JIartIn voelfcrnu.Hly called for 
Question" on his own motion. 
So stanneli did the opposition boconie 
that Mr. .Martin made the statement that 
If they were Koing to have aniendmpnts 
lud voles. It simply meant an attempt to 
break up the meeting;. The Vancouver as- 
sociation, he said, had st-cured the hall and 
made the other arrangements. 

Mr. John Grant, of Victoria, wanted lo 
speak, but the uproar was too much for 
ven a pioneer legislator to go up against. 
Dr. •Milne, of Victoria, succeeded In 
reaching the ear of the chair with the re- 
mark that he did not see how It was that 
some got a fair hearing and others did not. 

Mr. Grant wanted to change the hour of 
meeting again until 7 or 7:30 o'clock. 

The incidents of the next few seconds 
were thdt Mr. ITorster, cx-spcaker of the 
eglslaturo, stepped on the platform, there 
were calls for the question, and Mr. Ken- 
nedy again rose to his feet. 
. Simultaneously, with these movements, 
Mr. Charles Woodward managed to get as 
far as "Now, looka-hcre" In his sen- 
tence, and some throe paces in the direc- 
tion of the platform. 

The chairman wanted to put the ques- 
tion anil Mr. ForsKT wanted to speak. Fin- 
ally .Mr. Forster reduced his amendment 
to writing. It was ruled out of order, ns 
was ahso Mr. Keunody's. The reason was 
that the amendments effected the retiring 
of committees from the hall, and this 
feature, the chairman held, was not men- 
tioned In Mr. Martin's resolution. 

The motion was finally passed shortly af- 
ter 1 o'clock. It was decided that the cre- 
dentials committee should meet shortly af- 
ter ri, and that the convention should re- 
assemble at 7:30. 

THE SECOND DAY.

When the delcKiites assembled at Vt 
o'clock this morning It was found that each 
man would have to show his credentials 
to the doorkeepers before belnj; admitted 
to the haU. This was a Ions and HomewliiU 
tedious process before aa appreclalile dif- 
ference was made in the surging mass of 
humanity that stood on the landing and 
stairs. All, howoveri'-was going on well, 
though slowly, when tbC'CkissIar proxies 
ascended the fft4UrB en phalanx and headed 
by ex-hlayoT John Qrant clove a way 
through the crowd., to the door. ' In an 
instant a wild, scene ensued.

The doorkeepers miiiifully stood their 
ground and attempted to close the doors, 
bet this was found to be Impossible, and 
several of the proxies burst their way Into 
the hall In spile of the opposition of the 
doorkeepers, aided by a couple of police- 
men In plain clothes, armed with clubs. 
X'romlnent amongst the force assaulting 
the doors were Lieut. -Col. Oregoi-.v of Vic- 
toria, commander of the Fifth Keslment, 
Itoyal Canadian Artillery. The gallant 
Colonel's flghttnij blood was up at the top 
of. the sanguinary thermometer;" and he

The new pastor- of the Metropolitan 
Methodist church will take up his work 
here about the middle of May, Mr. 
Speer returning to Toronto, to the 
i-hurch the former leaves in all prob- 
ability.

As a result of a purely local and ter- 
rific windstorm from the sou'west, be- 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, the new and principal wharf at 
the Dunsmuir colliery bunkers at Oyster 
Bay (or Ladysmith as it has recently 
been christened) was carried away 
together with eight loaded cars, and the 
steamer Oscar narrowly escaped de- 
struction in the general wreck. 

There was happily neither fatality 
nor personal injury, although several 
gentlemen— among them Mr. .Tames 
Duusniiiir-had been on the long wharf 
only a few moments prior.to its collapse, 
and thus narrowly escaped sharing in 
its rate. 

The frolic of the unprecedented gale 
will involve a linuncial loss of perhaps 
$10,000, while it may be that the loading 
of several colliers now about due may 
be slightly delayed through tho unantici- 
pated destruction of property. 

First reports of the mishap received in 
the city credited a tidal wave with being 
the vehicle of devastation; investigation 
by tlie railway wire, however, gives a 
contradictiou to this report, while veri- 
fying the first information as to the vio- 
lence and fierce destructivcness of tho 
gale. 

Operations for the replacing of the 
long wharf, which liad extended out 
from the end of the splendid bunkers a 
distance of 1, ;',(><) feet, have already been 
I'omineneed by the eri-w of workmen on 
the scene, and it is expected that all 
damages will have been- made good 
within a week or ten days, tho piles 
having stood firm and the damage there- 
fore being confined to the superstruc- 
ture ot the wharf. ■ . ■ ■ > 

The destructive gale seems to have 
been felt in very circumscribed terri- 
tory, for although the Cottage City en- 
countered a fierce blow from sou'west 
on her way in to Victoria from the 
North, none of the other just-arrived 
steamers have anything to say of phe- 
nomenal wind, and no serious damage 
to property has yet been reported from 
any other district.

SUBMARINE BOATS. 

British Admiralty Engaged on the Prob- 
lem Presented by Them. 

London, April C. — ^A question was ask- 
ed in the House of Commoiui to-day as 
to htop-H taken by Her JIajesty's govern- 
ment with reftrenco to submarine boats 
and the American submarine boat Hol- 
laiiils. The first lord of tlie admiralty, 
-Mr. Geo. ,T. Goscheii, replied that the 
admiralty had given attention to the 
subject. Rut, he added even if the prac- 
tical dilhculties attending the use of sub- 
marine boats could he overcome they 
mu.st essentially remain a weapon for 
maritime powers on the defensive. ":ind 
it was natural that those nations who 
anticipate holdiug that . position should 
endeavor to develop submarine boats."

The deatli ot (!eu. -Marenil will be 
fireal loss' to the I'.oers. Bosliol', ne: 
which the affair toolc place in which lie 
was killed, is in the Kree State ami 
about 30 miles northeast of Kiraberley. 
It is at the juncture of several import- 
ant highwa.v roads. One of them leads 
to Bloeuifontein, the distance lieinK 
aiiout 60 miles; another to Brandforl, 
f!ie present Boer headquarters, by way 
<>r Uulltontein, the distance beins nearly 
SO miles. As the despatch was sent 
from Boshof, the inference is that 
Mclhuun is operating beyond tUttt point, 
lie apparently has a considcrublo force 
with him, and seems to be prt-pariiig to 
co-operate with Roberts by aiivanciuf;

Tlllfl VAXCOUVER CONVKNTION. 



Everybody could boc that sumeihing of 
the kind had to happen, but surely no 
one expected such a (iisreputable per- 
formance as that wliich tiK)k place at 
•the Liboial convention yesterday. Most 
people iikc tlie clamor of public gatlier- 
iiigs, and it there is a little more noise 
• than harmony it usually imlioatos that 
the popular mind is getting in its work; 
but the most ardent admirer of an un- 
trammullcd dem(fcrjicy, mBSt. hav.q been 
jnorc than surfeited by the Vancouver 
jiimndenionium. To state that the l)ro- 
ccedings were disgraceful is to stale the 
cas mildly. Their tendency will be to 
bring the whole Liberal party into dis 
repute. 

Mr. Joseph Martin seems to have pie 
cipitated the rowdyism, ^wbicli' -was cer- 
tainly n pretty piece of business for tho 
premior of tho province to bo engaged 
in. It is a thousand pities that ar- 
rangements were not made for kinoto- 
scopo pictiire3 so that the' whole country 
might be shown this gentleman in his 
extraordinary i)orformance. We reserve

Last Saturday we gave a description 
of a portion of Vancouver Island from 
the tourist's and sportsman's standpoint, 
sliowing that there is in. this isection of 
the province one of the most attractive 
regions in .\nieriea to those who love 
Nature in her rugged aspects. To-day 
we tell of another part of the Island, 
and the report is from exports who were 
sent lo find out tho nature of the land 
from an engineering point of view and 
as to its adaptability for aettlemcnt.- 
What is therein stated is worthy of very 
close attention. The report lioes not 
refer to the district south of Campbell 
river, that is to siiy, below Seymour 
Narrows, for this' groutid had already 
been covered in coiim>ction with surveys 
f(M' the Canadian Pacific, and it is well 
known that'll good route for a railway 
exists iind there is a cousideruble urea 
of goo.l land and much timber along it. 

The observations of .Messrs. (!ray and 
h'ry are calculated lo alter the prevail- 
ing impression that the larger area of 
farming land is in tho southern part of 
the island. Mr. Cray estimates that 
there is contiguous to the proposed line 
north of Campbell river abmit IKLOIIO 
cri's of farming land, and it is very 
viilcnt from his report that a great deal 
of country reumins to be examined. 
Experience in other newly opeiu'd coun- 
tries is to the effect that the liist esti- 
mates of ■•irablo areas are invariably too 
low. 'rbere is hardly a portion of 
Canada in regard to which the tirst re- 
ports have been found to bo anything 
like adeiimite. This also was true of 
NVestern Washingtcni. where it was 
thought at one tinn. that farniii\g woulil 
of nocessit.v bo confined to a few river 
valleys. So we believe it will prove of 
Vancouver Island. When settlement 
fimls its way into the northern part of 
the Island. Mr. Gray's 110,0(X"1 acres 
will be multiplied at least by two; but 
accepting for the present purposes tho 
minimunt figure, it is a safe estimate lo 
say that this is sullicient to support a 
liopidiilion of 'J.'y.tKlO peoph'. Taking 
the United Stales as a whole the area 
of lanil in crop and pasture averages 
from year lo year about eighl acres per 
capita. In Canada it is scnncwhal less. 
In tho province of New Brunswick the 
iverage. is six acres. Allowing fm- the 
pasturi' land contiguous to the farming 
lands of which .Mr. Gray speaks, we 
have surely area enough to provide six 
acres for every individual of a popula- 
lion of 2,"),0()0 people. Bui. as is well 
known, the climatic comlitiiuis of \'an- 
couver Island are such that its soil can 
upport. acre for acre, a larger number 
of animals and produce a greater weight 
of crop than the average soil of the con- 
tinent. Therefore it will ho seen that 
our estimate of a population of 25,0t>0 
people fcH' the region traversed by the 
railway is not excessive. 

We do not suggest that ^.'.OOO people 
will at a very early day he engaged in 
farming in the district mentioned. We 
are tresiting solely of the agrii-nllural 
capabilities of this portion of the Island, 
and arc giving a measure of its capacity, 
and not its maximum capacity either, 
Imt only what it is capable of under 
the ordinary system of agriculture pre- 
vailing, over the continent ot America. 
AuQtlier way of estimating the value of 
a tract from an agricultural point of 
view is to assume a value for tlie normal 
yield por acre. If we place it at .^lO 
per aero, the district under consideration 
can produce upwards of a million dollars' 
worth of produce. If iFlO an acre is 
thought too low, anyone can readily 
make a calculation for himself. All 
these things are necessarily a[)pr(>xima- 
tions. Their value consists in the fact 
that they show the nrthcrn end of the 
Island to be worth developing from the 
farming point of view alone, and more- 
uver that wlien once it is oiiened by a 
railway it will bi^ so developed. 

The resources of tho district in tinilicr 
are only briefly touched upon, us though 
the explorers took it for granted that 
these were already understood. There 
is not lacking abundant testimony on 
this point, but the matter is so liack- 
neyed that we shall not trouble our 
readers with any of it.- But this we 
may say: That the value of Vancouver 
Island timber is of itself sullicient to 
lead lo the establishment of numerous 
imiustrial centri>s. So also in regard lo 
mining, concerning which more and 
more valuable information is being dis- 
closed almost from day to day. The 
more the resotina's of the Islaml iire in- 
vestigated tile more aiiparent is it that 
it onl.v needs to be ojiened by modern 
means of transportation to ensure its 
rapid development and its settlemont by 
an industrious population. It is im- 
portant to boar in mind that arable land 
near the sea and in a salubrious climate 
is very scan.'e in Anii--- -a. It must also 
never he forgotten that in the coming 
e.\pansion of trade on the Pacific Ocean 
<-hangos will take place upon the North- 
west Coast of America that are far be- 
yond what anyone would care to (■omniit 
h imse lf to in black and white just now. 



bo true, for even Oliinese men and women 
cannot possibly be doing diametrically 
opposite things at the same time. "Wo 
know more about Japan; but there is 
good ground for supposing that tho deep- 
est European intrigues are shallowness 
itself when compared with the machina- 
tions of • the Japanese diplomatic mind. 
We have yet to learii the art of reading 
between Ihe lines ot Japann^e ollioial 
communications. 

That there is trouble ahead seems to be 
conceded: but if Jsjjan is going to tnke 
'tile initiatory step," she will hardly do so 
until Great Britain has the South Afri- 
can trouble ivell ofi: her hands, for our 
sympathy if nothing more will he co\iut- 
'od upon. if the Japanese mean to *ry con- 
clusioiis wlth Russia. Every one seems 
to take it for granted that a struggle be- 
tween these two nations is inevitable, and 
as has been frequently pointed out, the 
longer it is delayed, tho better will Rus- 
sia's <'hance he, for. with the Siberian 
railway completed, she will be able to 
send soldiem by the hundred thousand to 
the Pacific coast of her empire, and thus 
overwhelm numerically any force that 
.lapan can bring against her. Therefore, 
granting that tho struggle is inevitable, 
we do not see how .lapan can afford to 
allow it to bo i)ut off much longer. 

Ueport has it that the Prince of Bul- 
garia is about to declare himself an in 
dependent sovercigu. While it may seem 
not a very imporiiint matter whether thi 
ruler over that particular piece c' 
wears a crown or only a tiara, the wise 
men of Europe think otherwiKO, for an 
independent Bulgaria means a Bulgaria 
under the protection ot Russia, and this 
in turn means Ihe exclusion of the Turk 
from Kurope as sikui as it suits the con- 
venience of the Czar's government.

.V.11 adjourned meeting of the council 
of the British Columbia board of trade 
was held yesterday morning, those 
present being Mr. L. G. McQuade, vice- 
president, iu the chair, and Messrs. C. 
P. Todd, James Thomson. D. R. Iver, 
.1. .1. Shallcross, C. A, Holland, Simon 
Leiser, T. W. I'aterson, F. C. Dnvidge 
and dipt. Cox. 

The failure to get a quorum at meet- 
ings called for the evening was men- 
turned by the Chairman, and he urged 
the council to decide at what hour they 
wished to meet. The hour selected was 
U o'clock in the morning. 

The acting minister of public works 
wrcjte stating that as soon as the appro- 
priations for Xaiiaimo harbor had been 
expended the dredger would be brought 
to \'ictoria to imiirove the liarbor here. 

It transpired during the discussion of 
the (luestion that no re[)ly had been re- 
ceived from Ottawa in regard to Mr. 
Kcr's letter outlining a scheilu^ of har- 
bor iniprovemeiit. It was de(nded after 
a short discussion to refer the ([uestlon 
to the navigation committee, to outline a 
plan on which the work should be car- 
ried out. 

The receipt of the resolution of the 
board regarding the railway to the 
north end of the Island was acknowl- 
edged by the clerk of the privy council; 
and the department of trade and com- 
merce acknowledged the receipt of the 
board's resolution regarding navigation 
matters, discussed nt the last meeting. 

Hon. ,T. S. Yates acknowledged the 
receipt of a petition, endorsed by the 
hoard, asking for improvements in the 
trails and telegraph service of the West 
Coast, and stating that the matters 
would receive the consideration of the 
goveriiinent. 

The question of chniigiiig the name of 
the board, as suggested by the ^'ancou- 
ver board, was referred to the general 
mcetiii};. Tile N'ancoiiver board also 
propose to ebange their name. 

.Mr. C. E, Reiiouf, who has been ap- 
pointed customs appraiser for the 
Vukoii, tendered his resignation as a 
member of the council, and Mr, Arthur 
Kobertson was elected in his place. 

I'he Toronto board of trade wrote 
asking the board to endorse the follow- 
ing' mi'inorlal to the Governor-Goneral- 
in-Council, asking for the establishment 
of technical schools: 

Yonr KxccUency: The boards of trade and 
also the trades and labor I'guQcllij repre- 
sented by this delcgftthm dosiro to bring 
before your attention the importance ot pro- 
vldinK suitable education for the clnsses 
engaged In Industrial pursuits In Canada. 

Vou are doubtless aware that the ques- 
tion of the estnbiishnient ot technical edu- 
cation has become one ot national import- 
ance. It is generally admitted that If Can- 
ada Is to hold her own in the great indus- 
trial warfare now In progress ainonRst ua- 
rions she must be equipped with the neces- 
sary means for training her own popula- 
tion to enter Into the arts and manufac- 
tures. 

Tlie iniestlon of technical education will 
most .seriously affect the future prosporltv 
ot the Dominion. We canaot be culled ii 
ni.nmitacturlng country, fur the export of 
"ur manufactured products U smaU la com- 
parison with our Imports, and this altlioii^jh 
there Is possibly no other coiintrv In tin- 
world except the United .States which pos- 
sesses the same extent and variety of natnr- 
nl resources. As compared with the United 
i-tates, the census of 1881 showed tliat 
u-lillo our per 'capita production was $!)8.,-i<i, 
theirs was $143, and there Im reason to Im- 
lleve that the disproportion has greaiiv 
augmented In the Interval. 

Canada poys millions every year to the 
superior artists and artisans of other coun- 
tries, every cent of which represents a for- 
eign tax voluntarily pnid In eonspcpience of 
ignorance and want ot skill at home. 

Wo canuot dc^pend on i>rivate IMicra'lUy 
in this young country to organize and sup- 
port an adequate system ot technical edu- 
cation. The generous provision tor ail 
snch . instruction made by many Kuropenn 
countries Is regarded as one of the most 
pressing of public duties, and may bo fol- 
lowed up by us with profit. 

In the United States ulso, technical edu- 
cation has made great strides during the 
past few years, largely throUj;h business 
orKanization and private munlQcence; but 
American people have become 
aroused to Its importonco that schools ot 
InioIoKy are sprlugiui; up In every state 
ijf the Union; some by private nid, such 
the rhiladelphia Textile school, others 
nuinlc'lpal and state aid. 
.'1th these facts before us, and realiz- 
ing the possibilities ot our unrlviilled na- 
tural resources, we believe the time has 
arrived when an opportunity ahouhl he 
furnished our people to develop the many 
Holds ot Industry within our borders. This 
Is a matter ot trade and commerce, and 
comes primarily within the scope and ac- 
tion ot the federal goTornment, Just as 
agriculture is promoted by our experi- 
mental farms, dairying by our dairy sta- 
tions,' mining by our geological survey, 
and .th'e cultivation of food fishes by means 
of tb% hatcheries rind the protective service. 

We assume, of course, that any system 
of technical e<Iucatlon should be national, 
I. e., aided by the state, as In Germany, 
France, Switzerland, '.Belgium, 'Austria, 
and England, ; In: Germany the subject Is 
placed under the ' co'ntror of the minister 
of trade and commerce,'^and .not;ji>f the 
minister of education. In Belgium 'It falls 
under tlio supervision, not of the minister 
ot hiterlor and public instruction, but ot 
ministry ot agriculture, Industry and 
public works. 

The president ot the board of trade has 
the mauHgoinent ot this department in 
England. France has a large number of 
industrial schools and colleges subsidized 
by the minister of commerce and Indus- 
try. These countries recognize that tcch-

The memorial was referred to the 
manufactories committee. 

Mr. Shallcross suggested that the sec- 
retary secure the monthly and quarterly 
i-etiiriis from the cusiom house for in- 
formation of members, and the SUggcs- 
tiiui will b(^ acted upon. 

Secreturv Elwortliy brought up the 
(luestion of the British Columbia build- 
ing at the Wiuuipeg exposition, for 
which the lumbermen of the province 
have offered to^supply two-thirds of the 
Ituuber and the C. P. U. have agreed to 
transport the material free of charge. 
Tiic bulniice of the cost will not be 
great, and the government are to be 
naked to assume it. The boord will 
send a memorial to the government. 
' Mr. F. C. Davidge brought up the 
iinostion of the Marine hospital being 
used for militia purposes, but no action 
was taken, as it was thought the ar- 
rangement was but n temporary one. 
Mr. Thomson said ho knew work was 
to 1)0 commenced on extensive a<lditions 
to the barracks, and Mr. Holland in- 
formed the boanl that the government 
was looking for a building for hospital 
purposes.

FORTY YE.\RS AGO. 

Yesterday the .\iiMiversary of tli-'' 
Arrival of a Party of Easterners. 

.Tust forty years ago yesterday a small 
party of young Canadians arrived in 
Victoria from their Ontario home, to 
establish theiiisidves iu tlu' 



far western 
British colony. Of the iiarty there are 
but four survivors in Victoria— Sheriff 
.McMillau, Aid. Kinsman, John Dougall 
and Jonnthau Bullen. Sheriff McMillan 
had been to Victoria the year previous, 
but the prospects appeared so bnd that 
he decided to return to his Eastern 
home. However, like almost nil who 
visit Victoria, he had seen and was 
charmed, and the next winter made a 
second start, accompanied by other 
young men from his town. 'J'he trials 
and tribulations of tlte parly were sutJl- 
clcnt to discourage any but the most 
couriigeous and deterniincd. When they 
left Canada there wm.s a rate war on 
among the steamboat companies operat- 
ing between New York ami i'luuuna. 
and rates were very low. Some mem- 
bers of the party had just sulllclent to 
carry them through at the low rates. 
Imagine thicr surprise, therefore, when 
upon arrival at New York they found 
the fare had gone up from ?40 to $100. 
There were but two of them who had 
sulllcient to pay their passage at the 
increased rate, so a pool was formed, 
and by one staying at home the others 
were enabled to proceed. This curried 
them to San Francisco, and for two of 
them at least the chances of coming to 
Victoria seemed very poor. However, 
one met a miner, who loaned him suftl- 
cicnt money to pay his fare, and a mem- 
ber of the party put up his watch as 
security for the fare of the second. The 
trii) occupied just .seven weeks. 

Upon arrival hero all secured employ- 
ment. There were few buildings out- 
side tlio bastion then, most of the 8,000 
men and about a dozen women living in 
tents. Messrs. Kinsman, Dougall and

PASSING OF THE LOBSTER. 

Dccronsing So Rapidly That a Govern- 
ment Inquiry Has Boon Ordered. 

A bill has been passed appropriating 
?7,rj<X) for a special Investigation into the 
condition of the lobster beds along the 
i-'oasis of Maine and Mnssachtisetts, and to 
report on molhod.s for their protection aud 
restoration. Dr. Uluckford, of the UbIi 
coniialsslou, will be delegated to curry on 
the work. During the last ^-ear the price 
of lobsters has risen In some cases 100 
per cent., and the United States flsh com- 
mission has reported that unless something 
Is done at once the lob.ster will In a few 
:,r-ars become as rare na the bUon of the 
Western plains. lie is slowly but surely, 
backing oat of existence. 

The government llsh commission has sown 
vast quantities of spawn, yet no perceptible 
results arc yet noticeable. The lobster 
Is 80 very slow a grower that the ordin- 
ary-sized specimen, served broiled— say 
eight inches to a foot In length— Is 12 to 
16 years old. It is not large enough to be 
eatable at all uitdetj^' y^atg, and it does 
not begin to repc^iduce ipntll it is 8 years 
Of . age. Therefore,': it Is difficult to replen- 
ish; the stock artificially.: ■ Ten years ago 
lobsters three and four feet long were fre- 
quently caught. They must .have been 50 
.years old, but these big fellows are seldom 
been now. The crawfish Is edible, and 
may take the lobster's place If he goes.— 
Washington Correspondence New York 
Evening Post.

Through Country That Is Very 
Valuable for Settlement 
'and Timber. 



Ill the .vciir 1887 I'xpliii'atDr.v .^iirvi'.vs 
■\Vfi-i' mado of ttlie nortluTU pm-lioii of 
Vanconvor Isliiud by J. U. Gray, C.E., 
aud Ilonry Fry, C.E. Mr. Gray states, 
the nature of lii<s work us follows: 

The object of the exiieiliticin wiis tn as- 
(•erlaiii vhe KOlieriil eharaeteristics of tho 
cuiiiiuy iyiiiK north from the OOlh piir- 
allei, to what extent adnpted for nettle- 
luent, auil the dilUculties that niisht be 
encountered in constnieting a Ihie of rail- 
way to the north, having its olijcctive 
point ut or about Fort Itupert. These 
outlines were supplemented with instruc 
tious to traverse the cotiutry lyiuj; south 
towards Oomox if olreunistancets permit- 
ted. 

IK- fn-Ht c-xamiiied thi' coiintry bi-twei'ii 
(.'aiiiplii'll river and Alerl liay. lie 
luiiiul ubciut h'liM acres of laml ol" nied- 
iuiu (iiiality lun-f and some line timber 
both lir ami eedar. lie thus describes tlie 
valU-v of the NinipUisli tIvit: 

Ximpkish river Hows into Urouiibton 
Mtrait, oppot^ite Cormorant island (Alert 
Kay), havint; a total lenKlU '>l' lour miles, 
and an average width of ',)'A) feel; tide 
water riiiurm;,' \ip about tbrei!-(iiiarters oC 
a mile. In volnnie it is lart;or than any 
river 1 have seen on the Island. It is 
dillienll to aseend, and dangerous, oven 
at the low water of August, to any but 
expert canocnien, bciug a succession of 
eteep rillles, some eight in number, divid- 
ing stretches of comparatively dead 
water,, rising 75 feet to Karmutsen I.ake, 
or 10 feet to tiie mile of stream. For the 
first mile it hears S.W., the east liank 
being low, and for the most psiri tbiekl.v 
timbered with small sprnee ami lieniloek 
growing in sandy soil. Close to the river, 
on the west, the bank rises to a hei.u'bt 
of 25 or 30 feet, eloping gradually be- 
■yond, and attaining an elevation of 1,")0 
feet above a stream, whence it e.\tends 
along the coast for miles. On the banks 
are, found alder and underbrush; the pre- 
vailing timber awny from the stream be- 
ing medium sized spruce. 

One mile from its mouth the river turns 
eharply to S. 10 10., which general course 
it keciw to the lake, the hills close in, 
and roi.'ks appears Iiero and there in the 
river bed, and on either bank— the valley 
continuing— is about three-quarters of n 
mile wide. Tortuous in its channel, points 
are found containing excellent land, in 
small holdings for a few individual set- 
tlers;, but altogether the Nimpkish does 
not compare favorably with the country 
to the north, nor the more Interior TnUejs. 

ANUTZ liAKB; 

Anutz Lake was next vi«itcd. lie 
found some good land on the west shore 
of this lake, but the country not being 
inviting he. returned to mouth of Kla- 
.inch lliver, by.ldndt alons. the tldges 
bordering Anutz tiakc'on the- east, strik 
ing the river some three miles above its 
month. These ridges, quite susceptible 
of cultivation, soon fall away into the 
river Oats of most excellent soil, gener- 
ally free from underbrush. Scattered fir 
and spruce, 3 feet to 5 feet diameter, 
lending a park-lilie appearance to the 
country, and for bottom lands, singularly 
free from overflow. 

KARMUTSEN LAKE TO PORT 
JleNKIL. 

Kefitting at Kla-aneh "lUver cache, he 
proceeded on August 5 to north end of 
Karmutsen Lake, with view of linding 
out what facilities existed for a line of 
Tnihvay through the low bills bordering 
the lake in this direction, it Ix-ing au 
ncceiited idea that the country lying to 
the north was all more or less rsuitable 
for settlement. 

Travelling up the valley of a small 
stream for four miles a summit. 2-tO fee^ 
above the Karmutsen waters, is crossed. 
'J'liis valley, though in places routined, 
olTers no obstacles to constnielicm. nor 
would the grade be considerable, l-'roin 
the riunimit. after passing tbrou.^'li a line 
level stretch of country for two miles, 
low arable ridges, and shallow ponds 
and meadows, the latter easily drained, 
the headwaters of a large stream was* 
reaMied, which being followed for 2Vj 
miles, was found to flow into the sen 
at Port McNeill. From this point the 
bench or plateau wo had just left, bord 
ering the .coast at au average height of 
150 fc^pt above the sea and one mile in 
land, was easily traced, stretching ivest 
erly in an •unbroken line towards Fort 
. Rupert. Considering further exploration 
in this dection unnecessary, he n tunii il 
to mouth of Kln-nnch River, which hi 
reaached on August 21). Returning fnmi 
Port McNeill he inailo a <letour of some 
four miles to the south, lindiiig the conn 
try falling slightly iiiJand, and retaining 
the came excellence of character as that 
noted on line of march. Spruce and In-m 
lock, 2 to :{ feet in diameter, prevail with 
more or less nmlerbrush. 

VALLKY OF KLA-ANCH RIVER. 

"The Kla-aneh (or as Mr. :Mo1uiii more 
propiu-lv eall.s it: "The Xeedgilgas or 
Karmutsen") River (I have retained the 
more familiar names, .as per Admiralty 
charts, in this report) falls into the south- 
eastern corner of Karmutsen Lake, It 
Hows in a general direction of S, 7-") K.. 
through the heart of the Island, for :ir. 
iiiikw, to its source smiu' T miles south 
from Victoria Peak. The actual length 
of the river is -12 miles, coiistitutitig it 
by far the !on.i,'est on Vancouver, Re- 
sides marble, wliicli predoiiiinate.s, red 
granite below aud grey granite above the 
falls were observed crossing the river beil. 
On this distance I estimate (including 
that meutimied as Iviug east from Ainit/ 
Lake) there are :!,000 acres of excellent 
land, timbered tbrougliout, Reyond the 
falls the rock disapiicars. the valley open- 
ing out to an average width of miles 
to its ,i unction with the Woss, nggregat- 
i!i<r say, 1,0(H) acres to the' mile fo.r 12 
miles, river bottom, generally free- from 
overflow, heavily timbered with spruce. 
. hemlock, cedar and fir, from two to four 
: feet.in diameter-;-maple and alder being' 
fmmd on the banks." 

From 'a; .small •isolated ^hUl;. 1,800 
feet lying a mile north from, the forks, 
a good view of the surrounding country 
■' ma.v be scon. From here to tljc mouth 
' 6f Davie River,, three miles up, the north 
•bank,: at a short distance baek^ rises 
ahruptly-'to; a" heiglit of 200 feet, form- 
ing an undulating plateau lying between 
those two Ktrenins and sloping gradually 
back for threr miles to*^ some small lakes 
and Reaver jwnds lyinjj; at foot ;of the 
imiin hiils. All this is more or less good 
Jnnd. low! ridges timbered ; with spruce, 
fir, and hemlock, from 1 to 3 feet in 



diameter, interspersed with open mea- 
dows. 

DAVII-:; RIVER. 

Three mik>« above Woss River we come 
to u large stream flowing from the N.E,; 
This river was explored for seven 
miles, to where it enters the high range 
lying to the we«t of White River. For 
this distance it is rapid, rising -lOU feet, 
averaging in width 100 feet. Its valley, 
or more properly, basin is one of the 
most extensive tracts of good land eu 
bloc seen on the expedition, it being m 
fact, the junction of several smaller val- 
'evs. . „. 

Leaving the direction of Davie River 
which now entering a confined valley 
containue-s easterly towards some snow- 
capped peaks, he turned to the southeast 
towards the lakes mentioned. Approach- 
ing these an excellent farming country 
is passed through, several open meadows 
being obeerved. 

As to the extent of arable land in the 
tract just described, including the good 
land . bordering Woss ■River and Lake, 
the Davie River, and that portion of the 
IChi-anch Valiey lying between these 
IKiinte, ho estinuites there is not less tiian 
11,000 acres available for settlement, 
eoutaiuing river bottom, free from over- 
llow, and the higher lands, tiUO to 700 
feel above the sea, on the silateau, lying 
between the Davie and Kla-aneh Rivers. 

CAMPBELL iC'.VFR AND LAKE. 

Campb»ll 'Hiv.r is a rapid stream, fall- 
ing into DiM ov. ry I assage, in latitude 
50 degs, 02 iiiins. ;«) sees, three nidea 
north of Cape .Mmlge. 

lUi noticed on this river au exeellent 
tr.'Rt .'f farniiir,' laiui, appai'ently slretch- 
:iig noi-.l. and soulii along ijie line of 
coasi. and having a depth of about one 
iiiili', 'I'his v. <iuM eiiibraci' some open 
prairie land lying in a wedge between the 
coast and the river on its tirst mile, 

A mile and a half up the river the 
Messrs. Nunn, who are the advance guard 
of scltlement, to the north, are clearing 
!i farm, and seem more than satisfied 
with their acres. So, also, at Mr. .lame.s 
Knight's location, five miles south of 
("iipe Mudgfc, excellent loud was shown 
me, with "lots similar in the neighbor- 
hood." Good timber is found here. Fir 
and hemlock with large maple in proxim- 
ity to the river's bank. ^ 

Leaving the river at Nunu's ho went 
across country, not seeing It again until 
Campbell Lake was reached. Two miles 
luit the Quiuchan, 125 feet above the 
sea, Is crossed, a small stream flowing 
through a confined valley to the Cainp- 
liell. The country for about one and a 
half miles is valueless, th,e timber though 
scattered is good. Crosaiug this small 
valley we ascend to a plateau, iioO feet 
above the S'ea, gradualy rising to the 
southwest, contaitiing excellent land, 
timbered with scattered fir and lieinloek, 
three feet diameter, berry bushes foriii- 
ing the underbrush, and stray maple in 
groves. This pleasing country holds for 
two miles, to a summit 0(!0 feet above the 
sea, whore the land becomes roeky and 
poor, and timber scrubby; this character 
prevailing to Campbell linke, A small 
unnamed lake (.joO feet was passed five 
miles in, and after crossing some bare 
rocky points (sandstone formation) Camp- 
bell Itiver, where it leaves the lake, was 
reached six miles S. degrees W. from 
its mouth. 

Campbell Itiver, at this p(jiiit, llows 
swiftly, 100 roet wide, through rocky 
baiilcs" rising on either side 150 feet, 
sparsely timbered with scrub hemlock. 
Followed down for a mile and i\ half, 
no change from this was perceptible. Af- 
ter some dilliculty the river was crossed 
a (luarter of a mile below outlet, and tlio 
traverse of a rocky point brought us to 
the northeast corner of Campbell Ijake. 

Campbell Lake, by aneroid, 475 feet 
above the sea, is seven miles Jong, lying 
about west, with an average width of 
1% miles. A narrow strip of good land, 
with a varying width of 1,000 to IMW 
feet, borders the north shore, being the 
toe of a rockv ridge. On the south poor- 
ly timbered ridges. 300 to ')00 feet hi.i;h, 
lie close to the lake shore', excepting a 
valleys, or depression, on(> and a ipiarter 
miles wide, seen stretching ten miles |i> 
south towards the foot of Itugged I'e.ik 
(4.000 foot). 

The jiarty left this valley, and crossing 
,-i rocky ridg(.> .'!."() feel above the lake 
entered" a rolling country, ridge, 2l)(l leet 
about, princijially timbered with liemlock, 
lir and cedar, ;! feot diameter, for the 
most part underbrush, alli-rnaling with 
oiien and bushy medoaws and beaver 
ponds. Though the summits of tlu'se 
ridges are generally rocky, on the slopes, 
which are gentle, is koo(1 land in abunil- 
aiiee. The meadows and ponds are easily 
drained, the water-shed being south to- 
wards the Upper Campbell. 

SALMON RIVER. 

Salmon River, draining one of the fin- 
est fraots of country on the Island, llows 
thrcMigh niiniernns channels into .Tolin- 
ston Strait, in latitude 50 degs, 2-1 mins. 
At low tide the entrance is dilllcult; one 
mile up the channel becomes coiilined. 
and for the next three miles, to which 
point (at the foot of a small rillle tide 
water rises, the current is gentle, the 
streams averaging, in width 300 feet, 
with water sullicient for !iny small craft. 
Reyond this numerous small rillles oe(.'ur, 
in no way daiigeriuis, and troublesome 
only from lack of \vater sullicient to lloal 
a loadrd canoe. I'^uir and a hah' miles 
soiilheast from its mouth, and seven by 
river (which is very tin-tuoUs|, Wiijte 
River llinvs in from tiie south. Over thi-; 
dislaiiee the river valley on the north is 
eiicroacbeil u])oii bv points from tlii' 
I'liiice of AVales 'Kaiige (1,1)00 feot.l. 
wliicli lies lietwi'eii it and the coast, and 
■a|)])roacliing White River by the "N'alley 
Cdue," which may be calleil an isolated 
s|iiir lit the same range, Mr. Gray esli- 
maled Ibis lower stretch to average 1,001) 
acres to the mih' of excellent bottom land 
exposures on the banks showing ,'i to 
f<'et of river deposit on gravel. It is 
heavily timbered; large spruce aud hem 
lock predominating, with couttonwood 
near the river. The lower ronehes 
liroachiiig the mouth would be subject to 
overflow at extreme Hood. 

WHITE niVEU, 

White River, which rises in the v.- 
eru slopes of Victoria I'eak, IT luile^ 
the south, ecpials in size almost thi> main 
Flreani. It is very rapid, aud navigable 
for small canoes alone, rising in 10 mile 
of its course 1.200 feet. The valley at 
first coiifincil, 5 miles up opens out, and 
an average Avidtli of half a mile is at 
laineil, At i;5 miles the numiitaiiis again 
close in, forming canyons of gray marble 
20 to CO feot in height. Openings to two 
large valleys at 15 and 17 miles were 
crossed. The.se valleys, or basins, in the 
lii'ls to the southeast were noti explored, 
though seeming to contain plntciiu'lrind 
200 foot above the valle.v, similar to that 
lying between the Davie and Kla-anch 
Rivcr.s. Generally the White River coun- 
try can not compare to adTnntage with 
that seen biscwhero. Over the lower ten 
miles not more than 2,500 acres of good 
land could ho located, while on the upper 
strotclioH where the valley is wider and 
the phite:iu land neeur.s, the high eleva 
tinn^i n.200 feet above sea) would be in- 
imicable to farming operations. Snow 
fell with us here on 0<'tober 27, and the 
hard and fast line for ihe winter was not 
200 feet above us. As grazing lands these 
more elevated tracts would be valuable. 

Reaciug.the. canoe on October 31, the 
tra'vcrFe of- this, riyer v^as continued ne,xt 
day. For five miles the river Is extreme- 



ly tortuous; the banks are good 5 to 7 
feet, and showing all this depth of river 
deiiosit; the timber similar to that lower 
down. It averages about 1,100 acres to 
the mile, the valley being 1=>4 miles wide. 
This brings us to the forks, miles- di- 
rect from the mouth and 15 by river. 
The smaller branch, turning imu-e to the 
south, traverses the valley in that direc- 
tion for -1 miles, where, through a eon- 
lined valley, it enters among the hills. 

One mile aliove the forks he abandoned 
the canoe on account oC log jams. The 
valley at this point' is 2',-> miles across, a 
network of sloughs, and at high water 
for half that width very wet. On the 
south side the valley is bounded by a 
ridge or bench 2."i0 feet above the river, 
at the foot of which, sloping gradually 
towards the stream, is a strip half a mile 
wide of splendid land, fern, prairie and 
open timber, free from underbrush and 
au\' danger of overflow. . . t 

'rwenty-three miles us this rldfee -was 
crossed, S. 30 dogs. B. for 5 miles 
through lightly timbered ridges and open 
meadows, all more or less good land, at 
an average elevation of 500 feet above 
the sea. Climbing a small range of 
motintaius, some 1,.SOO feet, lying to the 
south, Campbell and Bear liukes were 
seen respectively bearing east and north 
over a good stretch of seemingly level 
country; to the soutlu^^st a large un- 
known lake, and through a low valley to 
the- southwest what aiipeared to be an- 
oilier lake. 

I'^mhrai'ing a" the lanils in the .Salmmi 
Kiver iii-oper, those on 'White River, and 
the lii;;lier ciiuntr,\- l.ving south and south- 
east from Salmon liivi-r and towards 
Campb.-ll Lake, he estimated there would 
be ill one blo.-k fully :;ri,(l(MI acres avail- 
able for settlenii-nl. of which two-thirds 
wcmld be river or boltom lands. 

Mr. Fry's report was snppb'ie.entary to 
-Mr. (ira.v's. lie went up ihe Ivla-aneh 
river. "l-'or the lirst few miles he 
found brid<en c-oniitrv. lie sa.vs: 

"Continuing up stream for iibout IS 
miles the junction of the AVoss and Kla- 
anch Rivers is reached, the whole dist- 
ance being through a wide and fertile 
valley; the river banks ore low, and 
flats " exKMid on either side. 

"Following ui) the W'oss river 
we come to Woss lake; the stream is 
tortuous aud swift, the land on either 
side is flat, principally swamp and beaver 
meadows. 

Woss lake is a niagnitiei'ut sheet of 
water, lying nearly north and south, 
about 10 miles in length and I'/i wide, 
;U5 feet above the sea level. Ae the 
north end of the outlet the land is Hat aud 
suitabl e for agricnUnral purposes, but 

3 uules up the hike the mmmtains close 
in and the shores are steeii anil rocky; 
at the extreme south end a large stream 
comes in, at the month of which a little 
good land was fiumd." 

Ill the valley of tin' Tahsis be found 
1(1.001) acri'S of good bottmii land with 
magnificent spruce and cedar, and at the 
iiiouth of the stream a large nieailow, 
lie wc^nl up Vernon river, where he 
found the siuintry •'iiarticularly good- 
flats extending miles on (dtlier side of 
the river with alder bidloin and beaver 
meadows." A'eriion river rises in a lake 

4 miles long and 1!^ miles wide surround- 
ed with good land splendidly t iiiilieri-d, 
'I'wo streams flow iiilo the lake, one of 
which he ascended, linding a ciuisider- 
able area of good land. He then struck 
across lo the J-Cla-aneh river, which he 
followed to its source, "having come 
through good farming land the whole 
distance," He adds; 

"Continuing in tlie same , direction 
through a series of open grass swamps 
and i beaver meadows for throe miles w e 
camo to ihe head waters of a river runn- 
ing to the West Coast. I'^ollowing tliis 
river- down. ^troamr- through a wide and 
fertile valley, for seven miles, we reach- 
ed a large lake,' ealh'd by the Indians 
'Muchalat Lake,' It lies nearly east and 
west, '> miles long by IVi; wide. Two 
miles north of this lake lies a very high 
mountain, the summit of which I climb- 
ed to obtain a view of thi; surrounding 
country, and looking X. 40 I'], saw a 
large "and well-defined valley, through 
whi(-li 1 could see the Rritish Columbia 
Coast rangi' of niouiilains. Nothing of 
any height la.v between myself and the 
l-;ast Coast oi' \'aneoiiver." 

lie then set out di'Wii this v;illey to the 
coast, linding a large tlat and good farm- 
ing land. 

,\Ir. (iray summarizes llii' resuU of this 
I xpliiratioii frioii llie |ioint of railway 
eonsi ru(-l ion as f.illows: 

'■'I'he distance liel ween \\"elliiigl on and 
Cauipbi'll Rivi'r has not been explored, 
nor for the presi'iit jinrpose was it 
necessary, as a (-ouiitry (dfering no (di- 

stac-h.'S ti nslructioii, may be seen 

throughout this length of coast line. A 
glai-e at Ibe ma|i will draw allentioii to 
Ihe great dislam-e to be saved by any 
line passing behind Ihe I'.eaufort Range, 
up Cruikshank River, jiast Huttle's 
Lake. If these water stretches exist at 
all, as sliewn. my past season's exjiori- 
ence inclines uio to believe that no ob- 
stacles to a good line through here will 
be found. In nearly all cases the prin- 
cipal valleys run the length of the land, 
and more or less parallel to the coast, 
an item of the first importance to the 
ipiestion in hand. AVliite River is the 
nnirked exception to this general forma- 
tion. 

Regarding the country between Rul- 
tle's and Muchalat Lakes my observa- 
tions from Canipliell l.a!;e would indi- 
(-ate low land in this locality: and in this 
coniiecliiui might be mentioned the story 
told .Mr. Fry by the two -Muchalat Iii- 
diaiis, thai llie Coiuox men in the jiast 
erossed Ihe Island and ■,aine down (from 
the east I a stream flowing into Jluehahlt 
Kiver, six miles above salt water. I 
have, however, taken the safer plan and 
shewn the line from the south, crossing 
Campbtdl River t v,-o miles ui). Heyoiid 
this, two roiKes are defined: h'irst the 
northerly, following Ibe Coast fo IVIeiizies 
Ray, wlii'iu-e it strikes ai-ross Ihe cmin- 
try spoken of by .Mr. Mcdiun, and jjass- 
ing (iver the Salnnui Kiver follows down 
llii? soulli slope of tli:il valley and swing- 
ing up the M'liite Kiver uiilil sullicient 
height is gained ;iiid a crossing made, it 
follows down tin- opposite bank and 
acrfiss the small divide to the head \va- 
lei-s of .\d:iins and lieaver Kivers, 
whence fulle'wiiig the valh'y seen to the 
north from Davii' Kiver, it jiuns the 
conimon route at the Woss. Though 
most of this country has not been visit- 
ed personidl.v, from observations I have 
no doubt of tlie .fen.sibflity of this line. 
It, however', dftess.-iiQt^ompare -favorably 
with tlint shewii' more to the 'south, and 
though nine ■iiiilcH"8liprter,' this ndvant- 
iige is more thai'i'c'qnnterbalanedd'by the 
heavy work at.,Wliit^. River and in the 
. valley south to 'Dttyio River; though 
ihor(j" nccdssiblj!. from any future setth;- 
iheiit in tliO Salmon Valley, a small out- 
lay in roads would obviate this advant- 
age. The total distance to Woss Itiver Is 
>S7 miles." 

lie describes the character of the v/prk 
between Campbell River to Fort Rujiert, 
Kid miles, as fidlows: Light. 4-1 miles; 
medium, 02 miles; heavy, 11 miles; 
henvv work, 10 miles. He puts the cost 
at .'};2,.".(1S,000, and says that there are 
140,000 acres of good land adjacent to 
tJie line.

My ide:i 
would be I'm- the niiproprialions for the 
other (h'partnuiits to be kcfit down to 
ordinary exiienditnre, so that larger 
sums can he spent on the streets and 
bridges department. The lighting, water, 
fire and police departments are now all 
in proity good shape, therefore,, these de- 
Iiartmeuts should not reiiuire any ex- 
traordinary exiiemlitnres for some lime. 
But as matters are at iiresent everything 
else is practically arranged for. in a 
financial sense, first and what is left 
over goes to street work.

'.C'le '-iinnge iu British opinion with re- 
gud t<i Ibe Unitr-d States, the frank ac- 
ceptnuee of a friendship which goes be- 
yond mere words, and which is now so 
Warm on this side of the Atlantic that it 
is ii.a uulikily to lea 1 from time to time 
to \ery I iiigili'.o and very positive re- 
sults, lias no (ic ubt a iihilusojdiie base. 
'I'll'.' revival in recent years, after an in- 
terin-iliiuial or cosniopoliiau iieriod, of 
pride in our laie and tiii:'.;iie imil imsltion 
in Ihi- woi Id has bi.-en iiatiiially accoin- 
paiiiod by an acceptanei' of the iiositiou 
of pride in tlio achicvoiiieiils. present and 
to come, of tile great I-higlish upeaking 
people on the other side of ihe .Vtlantie. 

Difllculties in tlie iiasl which have boi-n 
caused by Irish fooling, ami ditlieiil lii-s 
which liave been caused by Canadian 
feeliii, are both of them soniowliat lost 
lo sight hero at tho prcsonl inoment, and, 
although no mie here igiiori'.s any just 
claims of Canada, yet there is a fooling 
that we ought to he able to live and lot 
live as regards i^voii those (,'anaiiiaii 
(|Uostioiis, and by mutual good feeling lo 
solve any dilllenlties that they present. 
The complete change of front bore, how- 
ever, seems not yet thoroughly recogniz- 
ed in the l.'niled StJitcs among the muss- 
es of the people. The suspicions in which 
ihey were trained in the past still lind 
more echo there than similae suspicions 
or jealousies do now on this side the 
water, and it will take time, no doubt 
before ' these suspicions are overcome. 

When I am asked what we can do to- 
gether that till? nations cannot do singly, 
1 iinswor at once, above all things niain- 
taiii the principle of that open dyor which 
is all that the foreign trade of either of 
us requires for its oxpaiisiou. As an 
example, I may point to the fact that an 
iiniueiise distance from the United 
States, minioly, on the Somali coast, in 
.Nnrllieasi -Vfrii'a, lliero is it Lritish Jiro- 
tectiu^ate wliore file largest items of trade 
are already entirely in the hands of tlie 
United States; and to the converse case 
of Madguscar, where llie l'''roncli con- 
(|liest has much reduced a largo previ- 
ously existin.g -\iiierieair trade. 

In China wo have already been work- 
ing together, and everything is possible 
to us there if wo work togollier in the 
fnturo. Croat common trade inlerest-s a:-o 
growing lip with which no . one, whi'U 
the.v ai-e frankly rocognizeil as (-ouiniou 
interests, will bo bold ono\igh to interfere. 
If it wore only for (.'hina ;iiid the Facillc, 
this w<iilld be enough to justify a new de- 
parture. Hut it must be romomberod al- 
so that our .Vustrahisiiiii h^nglish speak- 
ing comtiitinitics iinist play their part in 
the South I'acilie and in the China seas; 
and by friendship with the mother coun- 
try a friendship between America and 
Australasia will also b6 {iromotcd which 
will be infinitely better, both for the 
United States and for Australasia, in iho 
future than tho miserable jealousies 
wlileh have too often prevailed in the En-, 
glish speaking world in the past. 

The British colonies will form no dilll- 
culty in the way of a lieffer understand- 
ing. The Irish feeling to which I have 
aliniled is always, of course, an enor- 
luoiis ditllciilly in the w;iy; hut m favor 
of the most liberal concessions of the 
priiileges of solf-govcniuienl in Irebuid 
will bo more likely lo prevail if thoy ]nit 
Ihoir heads together than if the Ameri- 
can contingent iiuiong them only repulse 
tlie advances which Ilrilisli friendsliip of- 
fers.

The Times on the Situation- 
A Freiichnnah Who Says War 
talk Is Treason. 



.Pfom llii.' I-niidou Piioclatof. 

It is very iliUioult just now to iitUlrL-ss 
. la soothing word to the FroncU. Franco, 
-always feminine except ou tUo buttk- 
'•\ field, is for the moniunt almost uuid with 
' Joalout^y bi?ca\ise tihe is quiesct'ut while 
England is at war, and because she per- 
ceives that England " will emerge richer 
.aad more powerful than ever.- So tur- 
.ious is she that she has lost her uhuiiI 
insight into military oiiei-atioiiis, that she 
caiuiut reckon up opposing forces, and 
lliat it is pikiitively dangerous in dealiui; 
- -ivith iu-r to be polite, heeause she ro- 
^'anls Luurti-sy as L-riirjiiig. As, how- 
ever, wi- are at loiij,'ili he.^•i^ning to suc- 
ceed ill Soutli ACriea, and as the remain- 
der uf iMimiie is growing reasonable, we 
uiay without humiliation ask the able and 
instructed men in France — and no coun- 
try in tlie World has a greater store — to 
explain tiie source of the disastrous il- 
lusion which hari taken lioid of their peo- 
ple, h'ur there is an illusion. We in 
iOnglaiid, or at least many of us, fancy 
that FraiH i- is nieiiacing U8,but in France 
there are millions who are convinced that 
we are menacing them. We cnnnot 
doubt from the informntion before us 
that. Freuchm(>n as a body believe, or at 
least think they believe, that the British 
intend to attack them, that ae soon as the 
Army returns from South Africa a cause 
of war will be discovered, and that the 
British I'icet will be used to lay their 
const towns in ashes nnd "snap up" their 
colonics. They arc actually spending 
niiltions on home defences under this il- 
lusion, and aendiiig artillerymen in de- 
tiance of admittei! law to man their nr- 
senal in Madagascar lest we should 
pource down upon it. To listen to some 
of their writers is to sutVcu- as from night- 
mare, ami even their govcrnnient, though 
it retaiiiH it« reason and expects no j\t- 
tack. uses the impression of the iu;ijority 
to iil)tain large votes for coast dofcnec. 
Yet there never was a more l]aseless 
supeiistitioii. We can ar<sure our French 
friends tiiar, so far from plannin;; an 
attack, most uf our readers will refuse 
' to believe that l'"reML-hiiu'n can entertain 
so alisurd a fancy. P'rcnchmeii are 
not usually sluw to 6iisi)ect their neigh- 
bors of interested nuilives. and wi; should 
like them to say fraiddy what they think 
we are anxious to steal from h'rance. It 
is c^ertainly net a i'rench province. It 
cannot be Algeria ami the French Sou- 
dan, more African soil and mutimius 
AraKs not exciting even the Hritifih greed 
f(U' territory and subjects. Is it then the 
l''rciich colonies. Indo-China, Madagascar 
or perchance Dahomey? Wc can assure 
them with the utmost confidence that 
neither jiow nor in the future do we want 
any of those things. We have quite 
enough to do in West Africa without in- 
creasing our acreage; Madgnscar does 
not seem to pay the French at all well; 
and as for- Indo-Chinn, if the Ifroneh. 
will but leave Siam alone they arc wel- 
come to expend troops and treasure on a 
possession which, if wo had it, would 
interrupt the slow filling up of Burmah, 
nnd render that magnificent province in- 
solvent for twenty years. . . . 

It iri odd that six hundred years of in- 
tercourse and lighting should have left 
the French ignorant of the English char- 
acter, its dour patience, its indifferenco 
to words, and its peculiar pride, the pride 
that lets the cabman swear, and waits 
till he has done; but it is no. As for our 
])eople coming I'ack from South Africa 
full of vainglory, tln.'y will be no more 
v-ninglorioiis than Stephenson when he 
had lilled Chat -Moss. A nasty l)it of 
wiu'k will liavc lieen got ibrcuigli. that i.-, 
all. If wi' understand our countrymen 
at all. they will ronie back triumphant 
but tire.l. full of (inurnlonsness. with a 
great dit-potsitioa to alter many tilings, 
and ;i great indisposition to begin again 
without a rest. It will take our stat(.'s- 
meu all they know to ijrevent the aver- 
age Itrilon from taking olT his armor 
pennatiirely and lying down to sleep, 
confident that armed or not no one will 
disturb his sleep. The snl)pre^nioll of 
the Indian Mutiny was iiuite as big a 
business as tiie reconquest of South Af- 
rien, and much less costly to the taxpaytr; 
but fhen it had been achieved the En- 
glistiman was just as little inclined to 
dictate to Europe as before, and just as 
. culpably careless to keep himself In con- 
dition, lie bothered himeelf about suf- 
frages, not about France, and it was not 
till French colonels menaced him that he 
thought even of volunteering. Of 
course, if France wishes war for Oor- 
inan and Jius.sian benefit there will be 
war. but tluit Engliind desires war with 
l'"ranct\ or ever dreamed of planning it, 
or would tolerate for a inoiiieiit any 
statet^mai! wlio suggested it as good pol- 
icy, is a preiiosterous delusion.

There lias been a good deal of silky 
talk for some time past about the rela- 
tions betwi'ii this country ami l''i-a!ii-(>.

boulevard Press, which is as foolish and 
as ignorant as it is miiligi-.iint, has na- 
turally invented anil circulated all sorts 
of preposterous rumors on a theme so 
congenial. So have the journals in the 
pay of the enemies of the Ilcpublic. The 
whole tride of political adventurers, 
whose only hope is to fish- in troubled 
waters, and whose first object is there- 
fore to trouble them, support these fic- 
tions as they would ■ support any other 
fictions thcv thought likely to further 
tlioir immediate ends. But to the chatter 
of these peopic and of their organs no- 
body in England attachci the least im- 
portance. What is causing us some con- 
•<:ern and mucli surprise is that the il- 
lusions from which the Iloclieforts and 
the Drumonls suffer, or protend to suf- 
fer, should be shared in any degree by 
.Berious thinker.s. There have been of 
late indications that at least some poli-

When, live years a.go, the (.'liiiiese 
men-of-war were about to go into action 
at the battle of Yalu, some of the Euro- 
nenn oOteers found that the native 
sailors had been in the habit of desecrat- 
ing the costly machine guns by keeping 
in them such articles as bottles, chop- 
sticks, native dishes and monej-. 

This sort of thing is not totally un- 
known in the British service in the caie 
of men who have charge of guns, and 
missing and eagerly sought auticles 
have not uncommonly Veen found 
hidden away iu the great gims. But 
caniioiis of the old fashioned kind have 
in many cases that have come to light 
been used as hiding places for little 
hoards. Not many years ago there was 
found in a solitary cannon that stands 
iu a fort at Storehani, near Brighton, 
a parcel containing many beautiful gold 
.•irticles of jewelr.v. from which the pre- 
cious stones had been removed; and in a 
gnu at Peel I'ark, Bradford, there was, 
not long ago, found a wash leather hag 
containing seveiit.v sovereigns. 

At Liverpool there are certain old 
cannons which were taken from the 
Russians in the Crimea, ami in one of 
Ihesi! in 1S1)7, some imiuisiiive children 
hrought out a soldier's discharge papers, 
in which were wrapped notes to the 
ralue of over £11)0, Several years 
before a discharged soldier had given 
ijotiee to the i)olice (jf I be loss of his 
jiapers and the identic.-il sum, he having 
heeu drinking when suidi loss took place. 
.Vfter the iliscover.v Ik? was traced, and 
recovered t he (greater part of the money. 
'I'he man hail undoubtedl.v hidden the 
money there himself, for he had lived 
close at hand. One of the cannon at 
Whitehall was, when ch'aned, found to 
contain a large number of empty purses,

The exact date of Wellington's birth- is 
.. .* certain. He belonged to tlie aris- 
tocratic English caste of Ireland; Sir 
Herbert Maxwell is iu error iu remark- 
ing that thitj order of men, like the old 
Norman houses, became Irish in taste 
and sympathies; they have remained es- 
sentially English in blood, iu thought, in 
religion, in feeling. WelHngtou AVas no 
exception to an almost universal rule; 
through life he regarded the native Irit^b 
as a conquered, alien, nay hostile race; 
as late as 1S40 he opposed the repeal of 
the Corn Laws, in the first instance chief- 
ly because it might injure tlie Interests 
of the loyal and Protestant Anglo-Irish. 
Like Turrenne, with whom lur had points 
in comiuon, he was awkward, taciturn, 
not showy iu his teens; very dift'erent 
from his brilliant brother Richard, a darl- 
ing of Eton and Oxford tutors, one of 
the be«t modern masters of the Ltitin 
tongue, Vet the hul, even in these years, 
gave promise of the man; he; was atten- 
tive to his studies, ami a very early riser. 
As soon as he entered the army lie work- 
ed hard "as a regimental olUcer"; he at- 
tributed to lii.s knowledge of the "infer- 
iipr part of tiictics'" a great deal of his 
•■futuri; success." He was in the Irish 
llmise of Coinmous in 17li:!. as lui'iiiber 
for tlie iietty borough of Trim, which 
his family ha'd long lii'U! in their pockets. 
15y this iinie he had been some yeuiti iu 
the ;irmy; be conuiianded the :!3rd ill the 
disastrous campaign of 17!)1; and, it is 
well known, greatly distinguished himself 
in covering the retri'at of the Djike of 
York through Holland, the lirst occasion 
in which he gave proof of his sicijl and 
resource in the field. Sir Herbert Max- 
well has given us several anecdotes of 
the young coliuiers experiences in this 
passage of anus. The British Army had 
sunk to the lowest point, though "many 
of the regiments" were still 'excellent'"; 
but it was out of joint as an Instrument 
of war; its organization and mechanism 
were bad; aristocratic promotion niarrod 
the servici-: generals nnd olBcera wore ig- 
norant and sometimes useless; the sim- 
plest outpost duties were wretchedly per- 
formed; the system of tactics was ill- 
designed. Wellington has told us that 
he learned from what he then saw ' what 
ime'ought not to do, and that was some- 
thing"; it is impossible to doubt that the 
knowledge he then acquired was most 
valuable to the commander Who, iu eom- 
ing vears, was to fashion the army which, 
in Spain and Portugal, "could go any- 
where, and do anything." 

History might have run a very differ- 
ent course had Fortune listened to Wel- 
lington's prayers and made him a |ilace- 
maii at Dublin Castle; the "counterpoise 
to Napoleon," in which Louis XVHI. be- 
held the work of Providence, might have 
bi'cu wanting. The splendor of Welling- 
ton's services in Furopean warfare has, 
to a c(nisiderable extent, ob-;nurcd the ini- 
piu-tiince of what he achieved in India, 
in the lic'ld and in ('oiincil; yet this gave 
liroof of his best (pialities, and was chiir- 
aeleristi(; in the higliest degree. He be- 
came the most proiiiinent and difitinguish- 
eii s(ddier in our a' my in India at a grave 
crisis, when our Lmjiire was enilangered 
in no doubtful sense; his conduct mainly 
contributed to the sui-cess of our arms. 
His first I'ssays in the field were not for- 
tmiate; ho made a night attack in the 
eamiiaign against Tippoo without recon- 
noitring, which naturally failed; ho was 
rather under a cloud at the siege of Ser- 
iiigaiiatam. But his administrative 
powers and his faculty of copiraand were 
seen in his direction of the Nizam's army; 
and he was rightly appointed to tbe head 
of ajTairs at Mysore after the conquest 
I of that kingdom nnd the death of Tippoo, 
though hi.s brother conferred the appoint- 
ment on him. His military genius, how- 
ever, WQ.s mcfit conspicuous, and exhib'tcd 
itself with p(>culiar clearness in his great 
and decisive victory of jVssayc. His 
strategic combinations In theory were, 
no doubt, faulty, and strategy was never

with. But -we see clearly at Assaye his 
admirable roup d'oeil, his sldll in seizing 
every chaure the situation- gave him, his 
fine judgment in battle, liis determined 
energy; he was perfectly justified, as has 
hee;i proved from the day of Scipio .-Vfri- 
caiiiis to that of Colin Caiiipbidl in riiu- 
iiing immense risks in .Vsiatic warfare. 
His triumph at .Vssaye w.is a turning 
point ill the Mahr.atra War, the disaster 
that afterwards befell Monson distinctl.v 
shows how fatal a retreal might have 
been to AVolIington hail he not taken a 
daring, and really the wisest eour.-e. And 
after Assaye, scarcely less <h'eisive than 
I'lassey, a new page opened in the annals 
of our Indian Empire: tlii' formidable 
League of the Mahratlas was ;;oo/i dis- 
solved; l-'reneh intrigue and inthience 
lii'ove no avail; our frontiers were ad- 
v,-inceil, and England be(,'ame more than 
ev<'r the doiuinaut power in the Fast. 

In India, however, Wellington .-showed 
that he had the caiiacily of a statesman 
as w-ell as a soldier. He was a trusted 
adviser of his brother, the (iovernor-Cen- 
cral; we fully agree v,-ith Sir Herbert 
.Maxwell Ih.'it he i\as superior to that 
ambit imis iiroconsul, wiser, more preud- 
r'lit, more just, more high-mjndoil. Lord 
Wellesley belonged to the class of our 
rulers in India who have; carried out a 
policy of war and comiuest; Wellington 
w-as an advoeat(? of moderation, of ii 
stri(;t regnrd to good faith, of the re- 
sjiect for treaties, of, if possible, peace. 
His suppl(>nientary despatches abound in 
warnings of the danger of unduly extend- 
ing the Empire: ,they are Inspired with 
the sagacity and profound insight, which 
usually marked his conduct in Spain and 
Portugal in all that related to political af- 
fairs. The specific policy he contended 
for is now, of course, obsolete; our 13m- 
pirc in India at the close of the nineteenth 
cenfury is very, different, from.,, what, it 
was in 1798-1805; it is' .as the far-spread- 
ing oak that towers over the forest com- 
liared to tho sapling iu the midst of jnoro 
ancient trees; but the maxims which 
Wellington insisted ough.t to ho observed 
in our dealings with the. (rincefi and races 
of Hindustan are ' tis ''applicable at this 
moment ns they ever were. It is curious 
and interesting to notice how the aspiring 
soldier, eager as he was for professional 
j renown, was systematically more averse 
' lo war tlinn tlie men in civil life syprerno 
at Calcutta. He was wished to open a 
golden bridge for Tippoo; he tried to ne- 
g'..!i.ite w-ith Siiidi.ih to tint last inomen; 
he ahvays sought to conciliate after he 
had conquered. He was also steadily op- 
posed .to, and sternly rebuked, the spirit 
of aggressiveness and unscrupulous gi:eed, 



a le^'acy from thi.* time" of -Hastings, then 
fji prevalent in our Indian Opuncils...The 
most distinctive excellence, however,' per- 
haps of Wellington, in his career in In- 
dia, w as the grand example he set . of 
integrity iu the public service', and .the 
strenuous and successful efforts he made 
to put down corruption, in all its forms, 
iu tho relations of our administrators 
with the peoples the.y ruled. He was in- 
tolerant of the prftcUces, .which had come 
down from , the' days of Olive, and of tho 
largesses and bribes which British of- 
hciuls and soldiers were wont to accept 
from Bajahs and Indian nobles; his let- 
ters ou this subject are characteristic; 
and' the principles he enforced in his In- 
dian government spread far and wide, 
and gradually made the company honour- 
able in a real sense, and cleansed out 
what had been an Augean stable. This 
elevation of the tone of British opinion 
iu India was not the least of his great 
achievements; it is unnecessary to point 
out what tlie effects have been in 
strengthening iiiid giving moral force to 
our rule. Conceive how- dillereiit the re- 
sults would have been had .Massena been 
in the place of Wellington. 

His grand career in the reninsula be- 
gan in ISOS; our limits forbid us to fol- 
low it in detail; we can only glance at 
its principal features. With some reser- 
vations, we agree, in the main, with Sir 
Herbert Maxwell's judgment on tho iiart 
played by Wellington in this memorable 
and protracted contest: the "record of the 
Peninsular campaigu.-i is one of a stupend- 
ous performance coudiieted through all 
its stages to a triuniidiaiit close by the 
same hand which conceiveil the design.' 
No doubt when he landed in Mondegi 
liny, even after Talavera and Torre; 
N'edras, Wellington could not have fore 
seen that, in his own words, he would 
"march from the Tagiis to thi; Garonne" 
that, w-itli his army, he wiJiild become a 
chief agent in overthrowing the hn 
fabric of the French l-hnpire. No iloubt 
he could not have antiei[)ated the eiior 
iiious mistakes, largely due to jealoiis.\ 
and angry discords, eoniniitted by tlu 
generals opposed lo him; still less that the 
great master of modern war -would prove 
false to the principles of his art, wouhl 
disseminate his immense forces in the 
I'ouiusula, and expose them to be de 
feutcd in detail; would, like Louis Xl\ 
and the Aulic Oouncil, direct military op 
orations at a distance of hundreds uf 
miles from the scene of action. But 
\VelIington, like Marlborough in 1703 
and 1710, clearly perceived, from the 
first, the iimnense advantage the com- 
mand of the sea wmild give a British 
general on such a theatre as the I'euin- 
sula; he thoroughly understood how the 
French armies would he w-eakeiied and 
baffled by the exposure of their long line 
of communications with France; by iheir 
resources for the conduct of war, and by 
the omnipresent and universal Spanish 
rising; and he was (Mjiivinced, from the 
outset, thiit he could form a liase in I'or- 
tiigal, in w-liich he could safely uiaiuiain 
liimself, anil from which, issuitig as it 
were from a sallyport, he could, when 
thij ocasion offered, assail the enemy, al- 
most indcfiiiilely prolong the struggle, 
and even defend the whole I'eiiiiisnla. In 
a word, he grasped the situation and the 
oiiiiortuiiities it gave, with a sagacity, a 
eoniprtdiensivencss, and a perfec-l insight, 
which have jiisti7 won for liiiii perman- 
ent renown. 

It was in the carrying out of these line 
eonceptioiis that Wellington proved him- 
self to be a really great general. He 
was certainly at his best when on the 
tlefensive; the lines of Torres Vedras 
form his highest title to fame; the whole 
war from i7'.)l5 to IS15 showed no 
grander spectacle of far-sighted wisdom, 
of admirable preparation, or heroic coii- 
stanc.v, than that of the British com- 
iiiaiider, with his little army, confronting, 
from the lines he hail made impregnable, 
the gigantic military foii-e of Naiioleoii. 
HiU. Tlii-.M-s and other writers are quite 
wrong in the notion that Wellington, ou 
the olTons'Vc, was never great; his power 
of rapiil calculation, of proiupl decision, 
and of handling troops with conspicuous 
skill, made him often extremely formid- 
able in attack, though we do not think 
he was supreme in victory. His passage 
of the Douro in the face of Soult, his con- 
sjiicuous ability in making the most of 
Marmont's false movement at Salaman- 
ca, his Kwoop on Ciudad Rodrigo, and 
Badajos, his operations before Vlttoria, 
are splendid specimens of the offensive in 
war; they are marked by exccllenPC 'of » 
very high order. And as the contest a."-;- 
sumed more nniple proportions, " and it 
became evident that tho position Of Wel- 
lington in I'ortugal had been made sfcure, 
the British chief showed that he cmiu 
ontly posBossod the faculty of conducting 
war oil U grand scale, especially in turn- 
ing opportUuitlcB to account, and in the 
judicious adaptatiott of means to ends; it 
was thus that he suceoodcd In Jiherating 
Spain, and In triumphantly' invading 
France. He prepared bis resources witi 
extraordinary prescience and care, until 
tho occasion came to strike with effect; 
drew victory, over and over again, from 
the (|uarrpls and divisions of French mar- 
shals, who gradually hecanio afraid to 
meet him in the field; and Avheu Napo- 
lemi's power was evidently on the de- 
' liiie, admirably seizeii the chance before 
him, and, having Portugal behind, made 
the decisive inarch, that drove the enemy 
to llic S|iaiiisli frontier, ami ultimatcdy 
set tlie w-hole I'eninsula frei'. His lOili- 
sequent operalions weri' less slriking; he 
was opp(jsed to an adviu-s.-iry of consid- 
erable powers; but not tho less, he forced 
baid; Simlt in defeat from the Pyreness 
to Toulouse, and what was more imiKM-f- 
aiit, detained in the south of France the 
be.,t army left to .N'apol i in his strug- 
gle with the Allies, which might have 
luriU'd the scales of fortune on the .Marne 
and Seine. It ought to be ailded that, 
ill the shock of biiltle, Wellington was a 
tactician of coiistiiumati' skill. es[)eeially 
against a h'rench army of his time. As 
he said himself, before he reached tho 
I'eninsula, he had no fetir of Napoleon's 
generals, as nearly all the Continental 
comm.'imlers had; and lie saw the essen- 
ihe (suarrels and dipisioiis of French mar- 
ing in the field. It is curious to read, in 
one of his letters, how "it w-ues good sport 
fiu- him" to observe how the line could 
defeat fhe column, as the legion defeated 
the phalanx of old. 

-Milifary genius, liow-ever, like all gen- 
ius, is not -(Nythout imperfections and 
flaws; no genera! has existed who has 
not committed ndsfakes, for generals 
must often act on inadequate faiow-Iedge; 
and the problems of war aro sometimes 
so dilllciilt, so iierplexiiig, so full of uu- 
certain elements, that to solve them com- 
pletely is well-night inipo.ssible. 
_ As we have said, strategy was not Wel- 
lington's strong point; in the Peninsula he 
fell into strategic errors, which ought to 
be set forth in a survey of his career. It 
is scarcely possible to justif.y Iiis raiireh 
up tho valley of the Tagus in 1S09; harl 
he had, all the support on which he had 
reckoned, ;he.!:would still have been no 
kind of match for his enemy; the chances 
immensely preponderated that he could 
not escape destruction. Tho enterprise, 
indeed, ended- well, for him; it impressed 
Napoleon with-'the .false . conviction that 
he was "ignbrant and -presumptuous in 
war"; but he" felt th'tit he had run much 
too great risks; he never made again a 
similar nioveineiit. So had Alassena 
been tho Jlasscna of Zurich, bo would 
have 'turned Wellington's left before 
Busaco, and perhaps cut his adversary 
off from the celebrated lines.

If, as a trategist, he did not show- w-ell, 

compured to the greatest of all strate- 
gists, as a master of defence and a lead- 
er of men he is entitled to the very high- 
est praise; these excellences largely re- 
deemed his strategic errors. At Quatre 

Bras he was exposed for hours to forces 

greatly suiicrior in real stnaigth; he had 

to maintain the battle with troo[)S, of 

whom hiindreds were beaten; and yet he 

kept his position and repulsed Xej-, 

though hiid Ney doue what he had been 

ilirected to do, the Duke could not have 

averted a defeat. Wellington's retreat, 

too, from tjuatre Bras to Waterloo has 

been admired by all good judges; it was 

marked by conspicuous skill and care, if, 

through the accidental delays of the 

French army— delays which assuredly 

woidd not have occurred had Napoleon 

lioen the General of 1796— the British 

commander owed much to fortune. But 

the genius of the Duke was seen at its 

hi'st in the dispositions Ije made of his 

troops on the 18th of .Tune, in his per- 
fectly designed nnd most able tactics, ih 

his activity, and bis heroic constancy. 

His left wing may not have been in 
quite sullicient strength, and Sir Ilerhert 

Maxw(dl is iiiistakeu iu supposing that 

NaiHileon did not perceive this, and that 
he directeil his first main attack against 
his ailversary's centre only. He did not 
sullieieiitly fortify La Ilaye .Sainte; it is 
questionable if loo nianv men were not 
accumulated upon his right centre and 
right. Hut his arrangeiiients were, on 
tlu' whole, masterly; he made excellent 
use of the ground, esiiecially at the vital 
Iioint of Hougoninont; he most judic-ious- 
ly screened his troops, as far as po.stsihlo, 
from the superior French artillery; he 
had forces always ready for counter at- 
tticks. And his conduct in the battle -was 
admirable in fhe highest degree; he was 
fireseiit at eviu-y endangered point; he 
had men ever at hand to resist attacks; 
especially he husbanded his recoiirces 
with forethouglit and judgment, and had 
them at hand in force at the critical mo- 
ment. We con, perhaiis. best estimate 
his tactics if we compare them with those 
of Rlucher at Llguy; had the old Jlar.shnl 
commanded Wellington's army he w oiild, 
ill all probability have been driven from 
the fudd. But the greatest, perhiqw, of 
till' Duke's merits was his characteristic 
tenacity on the day of Waterloo; he 
breathed his spirit of invincible enilur- 
iiiice into his army, at least hito its Brit- 
ish and (German parts; and this, after a 
terrible trial, gave him victor.7 at liv-st 
Had the Archduke Charles been in Wei 
lingion's place, ho would ail but cer- 
laiiilv have retreated after the fall of 
La Haj-e Sainte, as lie did under some- 
what tho same conditions at Wngram

JNIany and mammoth lived at the same 
time in Central Europe. This is the con- 
clusion forced upon the learned world by 
some late discoveries made in parts of 
Geriiiaiiy. There have been found the 
tusks of the mammoth, dyed and marked 
by tho flint instruments of prehistoric 
men. Then, too, a few- of the bones of 
man of the stone age, with his flints and 
primitive iiupleinems, have been discov- 
ered in the mound graves opened within 
the last few months. Upon those simple 
finds iies the proof of facts of wide sig- 
nifii-aiu/e to mankind. Tliey prove noth- 
ing less than the existence of man as the 
contemporary of the mammoth. This 
means that when Kuropi; was covered 
mikij deep iu ice, during the period of the 
glaciers, when the great w-oolly mam- 
moth plunged his way through valleys 
and over mountains, man w-as there hunt- 
ing and trapping him. 

The theory has been advanced before, 
based upon the discovery that the bones, 
and especially the ivory tusks of tho 
mamiiioth, were engraved with the rude 
drawings of early man, but objectors 
have arisen w-lio suggested that it was 
more than possible that man could have 

lie much later, and then found the 

bones ;(nd tusks of the mammoths which 
had been frozen in the glaciers. These 
later discoveries remove this objection, 
for some of the hones of the uiaminoths 
have been found w-itli flint spear points 
still stuck in Iheni, showing that the ani- 
mals were slain by these primitive wea- 
pons. 

To-day, by the aid of tho stone iinple- 
meiit.s_ which have been found in France 
and Ciermaiiy, it is iiossible to say very 
niucii about the life of the men and wo- 
men who dug pits for the unwieldy mani- 
inolh, and, having trapped him, despatch- 
eil him at their leisure by repealed blows 
of rude stone weapons. We have some 
of the very w-eapons which were made by 
the earliest men on European soil. 

Df these extinct animals the best 
known is the mammoth, and next comes 
the woolly haired rhinocerous, while per- 
haps the most famous is the cave bear. 
The cave lion, the cave hyena and tho 
urns were also quite common. 

It unn beea definitely settled by those 
who have examined the remains of the 
men of the early stone age that they Tuust 
have been very muscular, for the bones 
of tho arms and legs arc deeply grooved 
for the reception of tho mqsdes. They 
\verc at least as tall as, if not taller than, 
tho average Furopeau of to-day, and 
even though the w-eapons which they had 
at their coiniuand were of the rudest, 
they were still able to defend tUcuiselve-^i 
and at the same time gaiu food and 
clothing from tho animals around them. 

Did they have fire? It seems certain 
that they had found the secret of kind- 
ling llame by friction, for the bones of 
many of the animals are charred iis if 
the Uesh had been roasted in the fire. 
-Vnd, theu, the temperature in w-liich the 
mammoth could exist was neccssarily 
low, so that fire was a necessitv for the 
men of that age. 

The implements of horn and bono 
evince even mor,. .skill and patient labor 
than the Hint tools. Animig these have 
been fuiind chisels, awls, needles, i-oimd 
and tapering lance heads, harpoon shap- 
ed lance heads, small spomilike instru- 
ments, used [irobalily ftn- extracting the 
marrow from the bones; whistles and 
various otiiei- objects, the use of which 
can -only he guessed. The whistles are 
most curious ami interesting, consisting 
of a bone of the hind foot of a deer, or 
chamois aud are pierceil on one side with 
an oblique liole reaching only as far as 
tlie cavity of the bone.

Ihis aniazin.r discovery has been niado 
by 1 ro lessor A. I. Stone, of the Ameri- 
can .Museum of Natural Historv, tho 
stor.y ot whose exiiloratioiis along the 
northernmost coast of North America is 
interesting and iiistnictive 

Professor Stone vi.sited points of the 
Arctic never before exploreil. This ma 
n« i-'isantic burn in 

cliff which ho discovered has never been 
referred to in the reports ot previous 
-Arctic explorers. 

\Vheii seen from afar. Professor Stone 
at first supposed- that the great cloud of 
smoke issuing from the burning cliff was 
a coming storm. Ho ordered his party 
iri'o a storm camp, ivhero all went to 
Sleep. Ilio following morning the cloud 
was still, there. Professor Stone tlicn re- 
•solveil to investigate, and with much la- 
bor crossed an ice field, approaching the 
land as night fell. 

Then in the darkness it was seen that 
111! party were in the immediate neigh- 
iioriiood ot a gigftBtic conflagration, 
reflect inii cinild be .seen from afar. Tho 
part.v camped about a mile out from 
the shore. 

Thousands of glowing apertures e.x- 
temfed for miles along the coast. They 
were lit varying levels, from the top of 
1 10 high eliir to almost the bottom. From 
lllem the smoke exuded in puffs a-nd in 
steady streams. The ice fields arinind 
reffected the fire from these bhiKing fu- 
naces of coal and tho hummocks of tho 
ice field glinted with red anil: orange 
ires. Overhead was a great pall of dense 
black smoke. The smell of burning lig- 
nite and sulphur became almost unbear- 
able. 

At intervals huge chunks of burning 
coal rolled down the side of the clilT 
and far out (mto tho ice. These glow- 
ing masses blackened as they fell and 
broke into thousands of pieces;^ scatter- 
ing their remnants over the ice and mar- 
ring Its purity w-ith a smudge that had at- 
tracted Profescjor Stone's attentioUi when 
approiu'liiiig the cliff. Whoa the wind 
sinftod from the land the smoke was 
dense ami breathing became diltlcult. 

As dawn came on the party uas able 
to observe the biiniing i-liir unire distinct- 
ly. To its great height, .dmost 2,000 feet, 
it was niire. From crevices, from tlie 
bottom almost to the top, tli'd smoke 
poured as it from a volcano. Smoke 
oozRd from the soil in puffs and with 
greaf regularity, as from a ehiinnev, 
f roW . g.reat bb-.ck crevices whic-h' -wei-e 
Vlfti^ingjfgt'rai.a of coal. 
.jiThosO'-'strata zigzagged their wa.V across 
the irregtilar face of, Jihc, cliff and were' 
seldom *m6roi'ihM*s f^nri^br'-/^^^ 
■wide, but iri.'some iiistarices aafddt'tmfc'k.'t 



The burning material, while largely coin» 
posed of lignite, is probably made up of 
aeveral combustible chemical substances. 
Owing, however, to the iuipossibilty of . 
climbing the cliff I'rofessor Stone was 
unable to ascertain tho exact conipusi- 
tion of the burning material. The cliffs 
are high and steep and cut into pinna- 
cles and chimneys. These chimneys, nut 
being interested with the inUammable 
strata, have, not burned and stand out 
against the glotving background. They - 
are extremely picturesque and convey the 
same effect as do the Bad Lands, of Da- 
kota, except that the latter are not some 
covered and have been created by water' 
i'ros.ion, while those iu the Arctics have 
been eaten aw-ay by tire. 

One of the most remarkable and beau- 
tiful features of these miles of burning 
coast lino is the variety of color that 
they present. Overhead is tho pall of 
dense black smoke; below the blue gleam 
of the eternal Arctic ice. On the w-all 
of this burning clilf is a variety of rich, 
warm times from cream to a deep, rich 
red, all the shades of terra cotta. 

Between the strata of burning co.".i are 
layers of clay. The constant burning of 
the many seams of lignite in the face of 
the cliff has created sullicient heal to 
turn the clay into terra cotta. As this 
has burned it has tumbled down the face 
of the cliff in vari-colored streams until 
is assumes the appearance ot a w-all down 
which ribbons of every warm and rich 
color have fallen. During the thousands 
of years this wall has probably heen 
lairning it has heen seriously undermin- 
ed, and this has produced the great chim. 
neys or towers of rook which stand iso- 
lated from the mass, but streaked nnd 
stained by the fires that have surround- 
ed it. 

Ou ton of this burning cliff the country 
extends far inland iu a level plain de- 
void of snow and ice. This would In- 
dicate that the burning coal strata ex- 
tended for a great distance horizontally 
below the surface. In places the sur- 
face is so hot that a man cannot walk 
upon it. 'J'he smoki' and heat exude 
through the porous soil. It might he ask- 
ed how the fires could hum so far bt"- 
low the surface and behind the face of 
the cliff. The hot air from tho burning 
lignite rises, it is supposed, through the 
earth and creates a vacuum, which is 
lilled by a rush through the crevices 
left by the hiiriied out coal. The burn- 
ing seams extend for an uiikuow-n dis- 
tance beneath the surface. 

For several days Professor Stone's 
party followc'd the w-alls of burning lig- 
nite abaig the coast of Frank!in Bay, 
and only left them at the Constable 
River, also discovered by this expedition. 
From where the burning wall w-as first 
discovered until its end, at Oonstable 
River, js exactly twenty miles. In this 
length millions of tons of coal aro being 
consumed almost every day, and tho 
iioat nnd energy' generated in them is in- 
calculable, but in the frozen North, sur- 
rounded by perpetual show' and ice, these 
fires are useless and lost. 

Whore did this coal wliich perpetually 
burns in the Arctics coiuo from? The 
seams are very narrow and imperfect. 
Professor Stone has an idea that they 
were formed by great beds of seaw-eod 
or kelp. The JIackenzie River, which 
fiow-s through this country, is one of 
the greatest on tho continent. It is from 
one to two miles broad and very deep. 
Its tributaries are all great streams— the 
Athabasca, tho Linrd and the Peace. It 
drains an iininense lake system, in w-hich 
many of tho lakes aro very large, not- 
ably the (;i-eat Bar, and Croat Slave, 
each of which is one hundred and fifty 
miles wide. Its small feeders extend to . 
as far as Winnipeg, almotit on tho north- 
ern borders of tho United States. 

In tho far past millions of tons of drift- 
w-ood went dow-n those streams and into 
the great sea that w-ashcs North Ameri- 
ca's most northerly coast, and w-oro cast 
back upon its shores. This is probably 
wheie the coal that is burning on the 
slioi-o of Franklin Bay came from. Op 
wa.s it left on tho shores in the days of 
the mamoth, thousands of years ago, 
\\-hun the vegetation of the Arctics was 
as luxuriant as'that of tbe^uator of to* 
day? -. ^.\-, _

By dropping -a round bullet Jntd ti 
glass Ot wttter from a height of oue'dr 
two yai'Uii it wJii be seen ttiat the mo- 
ment the bulltfl touches the bottom a yerj ~ 
large bubble of air will beconic detached 
and rise to the surfdStr, In 'souie easea 
this bubble has a volume of air twenty 
times us large as the bullet. 

But when a rifle bullet is travelling at 
immense speed it drives before it a com- 
pressed bubble wish larger still. A mili- 
tary surgeon fired a pistol bail iato a 
vessel of water so arranged that he was 
able to catch and measure the air bubble, 
and he found it to be 100 times the size 
of fhe ball. 

'J'lie destructive effects of this mass 
of air when il gets into a man's body 
may he ima.giiied. It regularly explodes, 
tearing the muscles iu a terrible man- 
ner. ^ In fad, very often the soldier who 
is said to have died from a bullet wound 
is really killed by this -explosive volume 
of air. which is appropriately called "pro- 
jectile air."
